EAST AND WEST GERMANS MEET IN CHURCH CONFERENCE 


When German Protestants met for five days last July, observers took it as 
an opportunity to test the pulse beat of the church in Germany. Dutch corre- 


| spondent and editor Jan van Capelleveen went to West Berlin for the mass 
| meeting and sent this special report to Moopy MonrtHuLy.

sand-piece brass band played the old German hymns, and church leaders 
met in workshops to study the message of the Bible on topics such as the 


| family, politics, and economy. Some organized street meetings and evangelistic 


rallies while thousands more just sat in street-side restaurants and fellow- 
shipped. 

For the people, the most important aspect of the conference was the op- 
portunity for East and West to meet and seek the Lord’s will for their divided 
nation. Not in ten years had there been so many personal contacts between 
Christians from both sides of the iron curtain. 

The East German government opposed the conference, of course, and East 





Geman bishops, who felt their presence would tempt East Germans to break 


the law, decided not to come. But thousands crowded into East Berlin and 
from there crossed the border into West Berlin with little difficulty. 

What did they hear at the mammoth conference? Very little of the evan- 
gelical call to God. In more than thirty meetings a day, gospel preaching was, 
we felt, weak. “Live as a good Christian” or “Seek ye the Lord” was the 
message, but seldom did we hear a preacher explain how the Lord can be 
found. 

Theologians discussed world problems and sought solutions; every theo- 
logical trend was there. On one night in the Olympic Stadium, some 40,000 
listened to the message “Do good, help people and thank the Lord.” 

A word of warning finally came when the president and founder of the 
gathering, Dr. Reinhold von Thadden-Trieglaff, asked: “We have spoken 
about the theme: ‘I am with you,’ but have you ever wondered whether or 
not God has perhaps turned His back upon you?” In strong words he told 
the Germans that in the past they had easily accepted the slogan “God with 
us,” but often they had only made use of God without really acknowledging 
Him. 

(A later report indicated that most of the East German Protestants who 
went to West Berlin for the rally returned to their homes in the Soviet Zone. 
Their action was in contrast to the thousands of refugees who fled the East- 


lest local congregations in East Germany be left without adequate leadership.) 


PRESSURES AGAINST PROTESTANTS IN CUBA INCREASE 


Pressures against the Protestant Church in Cuba appear to be mounting, 
reports at least one evangelical source there, although it has been difficult 
to get a complete picture of the situation. 

“Churches have not been closed,” says director Sidney Correll of the United 
World Mission, “but unless the pastor approves of the socialistic revolution 
in Cuba and the communistic principles in his sermons, he is considered to be 
counter-revolutionary.” 

In one incident local Fidel Castro men secured permission to use a countly 
church and left it decorated with pictures of Castro, government leaders and 
revolutionary slogans. When the church’s Cuban pastor took them down 
before his next Sunday service, he was promptly called into headquarters 
for stern questioning. 











Some months ago all schools of both Catholic and Protestant churches wert 
appropriated by the government. But thus far, declares Correll, the main 
target of the Cuban government in religious affairs has been the Catholic 
Church.

In the [August] cover picture you 
have told 100,000 subscribers and as 
many more readers that, on the Amer- 
ican status ladder, the Christian 
should pitch his tent at the top—with 
all the plush living and contrivances 
of the worldling.

Unless the American church gets 
down off the status ladder, begins 
practicing a dedication that robs it of 
some of its hobbies and toys, we’ll be 
ground to powder beneath the heels 
of an impoverished world. Unless the 
church reaches deep into its pocket 
and PAYS the price to do the job 
Jesus told it to do, I’m forced to agree 
with the Communists on one point: 
our defeat is just a matter of time.—

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In a Time of Crisis 


What should be the quality of the Christian’s life in a 
time of crisis? 

The problem should not take us unawares. For the last 
five years at least Christians in this country and around 
the world have lived and worked and reared their families 
in an atmosphere of growing tension. Today, however, 
the shadow of war is more ominous than at any time since 
World War II. Referring to the Berlin situation one news 
commentator wrote, “This time the crisis is real.” Another 
added, “The time has come for Americans to become 
serious about the dangers of a fighting war.” 

What manner of men ought we to be in such a time as 
this? The Word of God leaves no uncertainty. A few 
points at least may be emphasized in these columns. 

First, we ought to be men who realize that we have no 
claims upon tomorrow. The Lord may come today, or He 
may call us home. We ought not to be blind to the poten- 
tials of the day, not careless of the time which God gives 
to us, not preoccupied with things that soon will pass 
away. “The time is short: it remaineth, that both they that 
have wives be as though they had none; and they that 
weep as though they wept not; and they that rejoice, as 
though they rejoiced not” (I Cor. 7: 29-31). 

Again, we ought to be men of hope and confidence and 
purpose in times like these. What a blessed hope we have! 
“For our conversation is in heaven; from whence also we 
look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ” (Phil. 3:20). 

But this is not the hope of all men. Realizing this, surely 
we ought to be men and women of compassion. There are 
multitudes who see the darkening skies but who do not 
know our Lord or share our hope. 

Much more might be added, of course, but one thing is 
especially important. Christians today ought to be thank- 
ful that God has chosen us to live and serve Him in un- 
usual times. This is our appointment from Him. Who 
knows what opportunities are in the making to count for 
the Lord we love and serve. 


Beyond Salvation? 


More than half a century ago George Mueller of Bristol 
began to pray for five friends. After five years one of them 
came to Christ. In ten more years two others were saved. 
After twenty-five years the fourth man was saved. Fo: 
the fifth man, George Mueller prayed until he died. Soon 
after Mr. Mueller’s death, this friend also came to Christ. 
Mueller had prayed for him for almost fifty-two years. 

Andronica and Junia were relatives of young Saul of 
Tarsus. They were, as Paul later records, “of note among 
the apostles.” Perhaps, during those terrible days when 
Saul was making havoc of the church, these two wept and 
prayed for Saul. Humanly speaking it seemed impossible 
that such a man as Saul of Tarsus should ever be saved. 

The members of the Sanhedrin would have looked at 
you in amazement if you had suggested that Saul should 
ever be saved! “Saul!” they would have exclaimed, “Saul 
become a Christian? Impossible! We have never met a 
man so zealous for the traditions of the fathers.” The 
hunted members of the Jerusalem church would have 
looked at you skeptically if you had suggested the possi- 
bility of Saul of Tarsus capitulating to Christ. Why, even 
after the miracle happened, “they were all afraid of him, 
and believed not that he was a disciple” (Acts 9:26). 

This was a miracle—such a miracle that the Holy Spirit 
saw fit, in the limited space of the Book of Acts, to record 
it three times. But Paul, who described himself as “the 
chief of sinners,” was saved, gloriously saved in a way 
that brought glory to Christ alone, saved despite the skep- 
ticism of the church. 

Who is it you are praying for? Who is it in your family, 
in your circle of friends, or even among your enemies 
that you long to see won to Christ? Yet the more you pray 
the worse he gets, the bitterer is his opposition to the 
gospel, the hotter his temper whenever the subject is 
raised. Take courage! Perhaps the Lord will save that 
one at the most unlikely moment and in the most unlikely 
way, just as He did Saul of Tarsus. J.P.

On Behalf of Christ 


An Editorial 


T was forty days after the resurrection of our Lord. As 

He led the eleven from Jerusalem to the Mount of Olives, 
it was natural that their minds would be full of ques- 
tions. “Is there to be another discourse,” they may have 
wondered, “a sermon comparable to the message He gave 
on the Mount a few days before His crucifixion?” Some of 
them, perhaps, remembered Zechariah’s word that His 
feet would stand on the Mount of Olives in the day of 
deliverance. Could this be the day? Or would this be a 
day of quiet in Gethsemane, a time for prayer and medita- 
tion? 

We know that it was to be none of these things. This 
was to be the day of commissioning, of promise and of 
His ascension. “It is expedient for you that I go away,” 
He had said to them the night in which He was betrayed. 
He was about to leave them, so far as His physical pres- 
ence was concerned. Perhaps there were among them 
those whose spiritual perception and sensitivity were 
great enough to sense what was happening. At any rate, 
the Mount was reached. The concluding words were 
spoken. And the Lord was caught up. 

The Word of God describes the earthly scene. Two 
men in white apparel stood by the disciples. Evidently 
the eleven were transfixed by what they had seen. As 
they gazed up into heaven, the men of Galilee were 
aroused from their reverie by the men in white. “This 
same Jesus, which is taken up... shall so come... as 
ye have seen him go,” was the message. Thoughtfully the 
disciples returned to Jerusalem to wait for the promise 
of the Father. 

The heavenly scene is one we must imagine. But per- 
haps the words of a millennial psalm give us an inkling 
of the glory of our Lord’s return to heaven. 


“God is gone up with a shout, 

Jehovah with the sound of a trumpet. 
Sing praises to God, sing praises: 

Sing praises unto our King, sing praises. 
For God is King of all the earth: 

Sing ye praises with understanding. 
God reigneth over the nations: 

God sitteth upon his holy throne.” 


Who is to doubt that the angelic hosts lined the battle- 
ments of heaven to welcome their returning King? Who 
can question that the heavenly choir reserved its greatest 
anthem to greet Him who returned victorious from the 
grave? Reverently they bowed their heads as He, the 
King of kings and the Lord of lords, ascended the hill 
of God and was seated at the right hand of the Majesty 
on high. Once again heaven resumed its normal course, 
for He who from everlasting had been joined with His 
Father and with the Holy Spirit in the government of 
the universes was in His rightful place. 

But there were differences. Now He was there in a 
resurrected body, and that body bore the evidence of His 
wounds fcr the sins of men. His was not only the glory 


of deity, the glory which was His from before the begin- 
ning. Now there was the glory of perfect humanity, of 
vicarious sacrifice, of love beyond all love. The Creator 
had become the Saviour. 

Though angels may well have been baffled by the mys- 
tery of such condescension, such grace, such salvation, 
they well knew that great changes had been made, both 
in realms celestial and terrestrial. The Son of God, the 
Seed of the woman, had met the adversary, the slanderer, 
in personal and mortal combat and was the victor. The 
blood which He had shed had become the sign of triumph. 
The risen Lord had come home, bearing the keys of hell 
and death. 

Not without reason have some imagined the concern 
in heaven when it was learned that men had been made 
responsible for representing our Lord and propagating 
His gospel. After all, men are so frail. Men discourage so 
quickly. Men are self-centered, so prone to disobey. 
Knowing all these things, one angel is said to have asked, 
“What if they fail?” To this the Lord’s answer, so the 
story goes, was an awesome one: “I have no other plan.” 

The illustration makes its point. Granted that the Holy 
Spirit has been given believers so they need not fail. 
Granted that the Lord Himself has pledged that the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against the Church. But men are 
such weak instruments. Still the answer of our Lord, by 
implication if not by word, is this: “I have no other plan.” 

Angels would have obeyed with alacrity. But it was not 
given them to herald the saving gospel to sinners. They 
could announce His birth and the news of salvation. 
They could tel! Cornelius where to find someone who 
could tell him of salvation. But the glorious privilege of 
actually leading a man to Christ was not theirs. A re- 
deemed man was necessary for that transaction. Thus 
Peter led Cornelius and his household to the knowledge 
of and faith in the Lord Jesus. 

So the inestimable privilege of representing Christ to 
the sons of men is reserved for us who have been saved by 
His grace. This is our high and holy opportunity. See 
how the Lord has honored us! In the face of this great 
privilege, to seal our lips or withhold our testimony is 
criminal. The conviction of four lepers of long ago should 
stir us: “We do not well; this day is a day of good tidings, 
and we hold our peace: if we tarry till the morning light, 
our iniquity will find us out.” 

How great a responsibility to represent the Lord. “For 
none of us liveth to himself . . . we live unto the Lord. 
Whether we like it or not, the fact is that men gain thei 
impression of the Lord from the way His followers live 
and the way they speak; we are His representatives. By 
His grace and provision it is given to us to “show forth 
the excellencies of him who called [us] out of darkne 
into his marvelous light.” 

To live for our wonderful Lord, to speak a good word 
for Him who loves us and saved us—what an honor and 
what a privilege.

Nor LONG ago, at a reception of the 
State Department, I watched as ambassadors 
from the different countries paraded in. I saw 
the ambassador from London arrive, and just behind 
him was a representative of one of the new 
little republics in Africa. Frankly there is not 
much to that republic, but if you think that bothered 
the ambassador, you are mistaken. His dignified air said, 
“TI am an ambassador of an independent nation, a sovereign 
country.” You never find one of these ambassadors 
who is suffering from too much humility. 

But do you know what disturbs me? When I meet 
Christians who represent the Lord Jesus 
Christ, it is a military secret. Why should 
we ever be embarrassed to say, “I am an ambassador 
for the Lord Jesus Christ’? In my job in Washington, D.C., 
that language is understood and appreciated and never 
looked down upon. I have never had any derogatory 
remarks made in Washington because of my 
testimony of faith in Jesus Christ. What are we 
afraid of ? We are ambassadors for Christ! 
Examine the fifth chapter of II Corinthians. 
In verse 20 you'll read: “Now then we are ambassadors 
for Christ, as though God did beseech you by us: 
we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God.” 
How do you get to be an ambassador? By divine 
appointment, in this case. If you were 








to work for the United States, you 
would be appointed by President 
Kennedy. The ambassadors are his. 
They are not ambassadors of the State 
Department, but they personally rep- 
resent the President. 

Likewise, Christian ambassadors 
personally represent the Lord Jesus 
Christ. If you decide to take advan- 
tage of the offer that Jesus Christ 
makes to you of eternal life, the con- 
dition you accept is, “I will be an 
ambassador.” Maybe you were not 
told that, and so you may not have 
worked at it. But that is what Paul 
says: “Now then we are ambassadors 
for Christ ...” 

The only prerequisite is found in 
verse 17: “If any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are 
become new.” This does not mean im- 
mediate perfection, but it does mean 
that unless we have this transforma- 
tion, we are not fit to be an ambas- 
sador of Christ. 

Every time an ambassador goes to a 
foreign country he presents his cre- 
dentials. Then he is expected to voice 
the message of his government to the 
foreign government. As Christians, 
what is our message? 

It is reconciliation: “To wit, that 
God was in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them; and hath com- 
mitted unto us the word of recon- 
ciliation” (v. 19). 


+ The apostle Paul, in this passage, 
gives us four reasons why we should 
be ambassadors for Jesus Christ. 

The first great driving motive within 
our own lives is love. “For the love 
of Christ constraineth us; because we 
thus judge, that if one died for all, 


then were all dead: and that he died 
for all, that they which live should not 
henceforth live unto themselves, but 
unto him which died for them, and 
rose again” (vv. 14, 15). 

Permit me to shorten this: “For the 
love of Christ constraineth us... that 
they which live, should not henceforth 
live unto themselves.” There is where 
the pinch comes. What does it mean? 
Love versus selfishness. This is the 
problem. 

Every human being, although he 
may get shortchanged on some of the 
shortcomings of the human race, will 
get that bit of standard equipment— 
selfishness. It appears about five sec- 
onds after birth. If you think it 
bothers the baby because he is upset- 
ting the whole household by his cry- 
ing, you are kidding yourself. When 
he gets a little older, everything is 
“mine.” His own comforts and atten- 
tions automatically go far ahead of 
everything else. 

The trouble is we never outgrow 
babyhood. We hang right on to selfish- 
ness until we die. And the only thing 
that will ever overcome this is the 
constraining love of Christ. 

The love of Christ constraineth us 
that we should not henceforth live 
unto ourselves. We are not our own, 
we are bought with a price. We belong 
to the Lord Jesus Christ. Only the 
love of Christ can constrain us to be 
ambassadors. This is the first motive. 


+ The second motive is fear. “Know- 
ing therefore the terror of the Lord, 
we persuade men” (v. 11). 

A man high up in the intelligence 
service in the United States said to 
me, “If I believed as you do, that peo- 
ple who do not know Jesus Christ as 
their Saviour are going to be eternally 


lost and are going to suffer eternally, 
I would not rest day or night without 
talking to people and warning them 
about it.” And he is perfectly right. 
That should be our attitude. 

The third reason for being an am- 
bassador is that we are going to have 
to give an account of ourselves. “For 
we must all appear before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his 
body, according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad” (v. 10). 

When Mrs. Taylor and I first went 
to Colombia some years ago, we found 
they have a funny greeting there that 
is not in the grammar books. They do 
not say “How are you?” They say, 
“What have you done?” 

The first time I heard that, I 
thought, “Well, of all the brass. What 
I have done is my business, not his.” 
Then I decided I would wait to see 
what the answer was. And what do 
you think they say? “Nothing worth- 
while.” 

Some day multitudes of Christians 
are going to stand in the presence of 
Jesus Christ. And do you know what 
the greeting is going to be? It is not 
going to be “How did you get here?” 
or “How are you?” The Lord knows 
that. The question is going to be, 
“What have you done?” And the great 
masses are going to have to answer, 
“Nothing worthwhile.” 

The Lord says, if you want a dif- 
ferent kind of answer, you will have 
to be an ambassador. That is obedi- 
ence. 

Our final motive in being an ambas- 
sador you will find in verse 9: 
“Wherefore we labor [or endeavor], 
that whether present or absent [dead 
or alive], we may be accepted of 
him.” Will He be able to say of you 


FOR AMBASSADORS: 
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Mi Communists in these last few years have spread 
across the world. Today it is probably no exaggera- 
tion to say that approximately one billion people are 
under their control. 

There are not one billion Communists. They have 
not made converts of all these people. Yet for all prac- 
tical purposes, the Communists have taken over— 
they dominate and they have closed the door to the 
gospel in this huge area. : 

In spite of all the turmoil, and the advance of the 
enemy, there is an immense, unbelievable open door 
of evangelism before us right now. 

Since World War II thirty-one new nations, as near 
as I can calculate, have become independent. Five or 
six years ago I visited many of these countries in 
Africa before they were given self-government. The 
pessimists predicted all the doors’ were going to close 
to the gospel as soon as the countries received their 


independence. Yet all are still open to missionary 
work. 

I know of only five countries in the whole free world 
where we cannot send missionaries, or where the 
church is not going ahead freely. These are Muslim 
lands. 

And as near as I can estimate, there are a million 
cities, towns and villages in the free world accessible 
to missionaries that have not one organized witness 
of the gospel. 

There are great needs also in the field of literature. 
This is the ammunition that our missionaries must 
have, and when we see how the cults and especially 
the Communists pour out their beautiful literature, we 
realize we are losing the battle for the minds of men. 
We simply have not seized this chance that God has 


made available to us. 
Then there is the linguistic problem. Nobody knows 
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someday, “Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant. You have been a good 
ambassador”? 


¢ Ir every Christian would work at 
being an ambassador, how long do you 
think it would take us to reach this 
world for Jesus Christ? I think not 
more than sixty days. We might have 
a linguistic problem in some areas, 
but that could not possibly involve 
more than four or five per cent of the 
world’s population. 

On my last trip to the Congo, a mis- 
sionary told me about a little widow 
woman over there who had been a 
constant nuisance to him. She had 
come to his first meeting, and so 
monopolized the six months he spent 
out in the bush getting experience, 
that she became his only convert. 
Every time he or his wife opened the 
door she was there. She always had 
questions, or she wanted to be taught 
a hymn. 

He and his wife left the bush after 
six months and went back to take 
charge of a Bible school. About a year 
afterward, a messenger came saying 
that the little widow woman wanted to 
see them—that everything was ready. 
They did not know what was ready, 
but when they went out they found a 
big hut in which were seated on the 
ground, African style, about 600 peo- 
ple. Drums had announced their ar- 
rival, who they were and all about 
them. The crowd had gathered mys- 
teriously from every place. The little 
widow woman was in front of the 
group—men on one side, women on 
the other, the nursery over there. 

After all the greetings she said, 
“Now, pastor, all these people seated 
here are just like I am. They have 
Jesus in their hearts. Those standing 


outside the hut do not, and they do 
not want Him in their hearts, because 
I have asked them. Isn’t that right?” 
Six hundred heads went up and down. 
She said, “I have taught these people 
all the verses I know and all the 
hymns I know and everything I know 
about the gospel. I cannot teach them 
any more.”

Do you know 
what is embarrassing? That you and I 
are going to have to stand alongside 


her in heaven when the question is 
asked, “What have you done?” 


+ I would not even want to stand up 
with the new Christians in Dutch 
New Guinea, where one of our mis- 
sions has had phenomenal success by 
going straight back to the book of Acts 
and applying it. About 11,000 converts 
have burned their idols. They were all 
stone age folk, and all cannibals. In 
three years 1,100 have been baptized 
The missionaries teach that the min- 
ute they receive baptism they are to 
be witnesses for Jesus Christ, and that 
is their main business. 

The unbaptized ones run the farms 
for the baptized Christians, so they 
can go and witness. This began in 
December, 1957. Today, after less than 
four years, you cannot find a village 
or a campfire where there are people 
meeting together at night without at 
least one witness there rehearsing the 
gospel. The missionaries say you can 
ge through that whole tribe, pagan or 
Christian, whether baptized or not, 
and get a better answer to the facts of 
the gospel than you can from the aver- 
age person on the streets of Chicago. 


+ How was it done? By ambassadors! 
And they are going to stand before 
His throne some day next to us. How 
are we going to answer? 

God has entrusted to every Chris- 
tian the message of reconciliation. If 
you are a Christian, you automatically 
are one of His ambassadors. It may 
be in your home. It may be in your 
neighborhood. It may be in your office. 
It may be on the foreign mission field. 
But wherever you are, you are an am- 
bassador for Him. What have you 
been doing about this divine appoint- 
ment? END

how many languages there are in the world, because 
you have to decide what is a language and what is a 
dialect. There may be somewhere between 1,200 and 
1,600 languages that must still be reduced to writing 
if we are going to reach the last 5 per cent of the 
world’s population. These days, however, we are able 
to get more linguists than almost any other kind of 
missionary. 

We still néed non-linguistic missionaries. There are 
tight now in the world somewhat in excess of 42,000 
missionaries. The great majority of these are thorough- 
going evangelicals. I think also we ought to encourage 
our Christian people to go overseas in any employ- 
ment they can get and join our missionaries as “non- 
professional missionaries,” if I may use that term. 

But our great need today is for evangelicals among 
the students of the world, among the teenagers and 
young people. This is where the Communists have 


concentrated their forces. Around the world today the 
percentage of Communists in student bodies and fac- 
ulties is absolutely unbelievable. While we have con- 
centrated on technical aid, feeding and clothing the 
masses and setting up hospitals, the Communists have 
concentrated on taking over the educational institu- 
tions. And in the next generation their graduates will 
run the governments. 

We must put on a program, I believe, to work our 
future missionaries into the great universities of our 
own country, where they will find plenty of Commu- 
nists—among others—to deal with. Then we should 
deliberately send them to foreign schools and say, 
“There is your mission field.” We have heard, for in- 
stance, there are 75,000 students at the University of 
Buenos Aires alone. 

What is the answer to this tremendous world chal- 
lenge? The answer is more ambassadors for Christ.

“Is there a Fishermen’s 
Club in your church?” 

“Yes, there is,” was the reply. “Our 
club fishes for souls—like Jesus said, 
‘Follow me, and I will make you fish- 
ers of men.’” 

There was a moment’s silence. 

“Well, do you know a man named 
George Mensik?” 

“Yes, we’re expecting him today at 
our meeting,” replied the business 
manager. 

Obviously the police captain was 
surprised. “Don’t you know that he 
has an awful record?” he asked. 

The business manager knew about 
ex-gangster Mensik. “Yes,” he ac- 
knowledged, “but that was before he 
was saved.” Then, feeling something 
more was needed, he added, “Do you 
know what we mean when we say 
‘saved’?”

There was a muttered, “Yes, I guess 
so,” and the captain hung up. 

Later that afternoon, church offi- 
cials learned the rest of the story. 
Two patrolmen in a squad car had 
picked up Mensik for questioning in 
connection with a gangland murder. 
Their first surprise had come with the 
discovery that he was carrying a Bible 
instead of a gun. The second had fol- 
lowed when they learned that he was 
headed for a meeting of the Fisher- 
men’s Club. Soon Mensik was on his 
way once more. 


+ Georce MENnsIK is the kind of man 
the Fishermen’s Club of the Cicero 
(Ill.) Bible Church likes to get in 
its fold. Not that the club is partial 
to men with police records. But 
through the years the organization 
has gathered men who know the sav- 
ing power of Christ, training them 
biblically for witnessing to others. 
Members have come from all walks 
of life. But a surprising number have 
been men with seamy pasts. During 
the past thirty-eight years, club mem- 
bers have given out 20 million tracts

and Scripture portions, dealt with 
558,000 persons and heard some 152,- 
000 professions of faith in Christ. 

The impact of the club has extended 
far beyond the borders of the Chicago 
suburb. More than 125 of its members 
have graduated into full-time Chris- 
tian work as rescue mission workers, 
chaplains, pastors and even mission- 
aries. Members who have moved away 
have continued to carry on personal 
evangelism in distant cities. Once a 
Fisherman mail clerk on a_ train 
handed a tract to the wife of a U. S. 
president. On another occasion a 
number of years ago Vice-president 
Charles G. Dawes stopped to listen to 
Fishermen at an open air meeting. 


+ Tue Cicero Fishermen’s Club was 
founded and guided for its first thirty- 
five years by Dr. William R. McCar- 
rell, a gifted soul-winner. McCarrell 
came to the Cicero Church in 1913 fol- 
lowing his graduation from Moody 
Bible Institute. At that time the 
church was dying a fairly fast death 
(evening service down to eight). 
Board members were seriously con-

sidering closing the church. They 
didn’t have a pastor and McCarrell 
was asked to preach for two Sundays. 
There were twenty-five in the audi- 
ence that Sunday morning—counting 
children. He was invited back each 
Sunday for six months and then called 
as permanent pastor. He stayed for 
the next forty-five years building a 
large, strongly evangelical congrega- 
tion. 

In 1923 McCarrell launched the now 
famed club. As he points out, neither 
the idea nor the name originated with 
him. His club was patterned after the 
one started in 1906 by Presbyterian 
minister T. C. “Daddy” Horton of Los 
Angeles. Horton’s Fishermen’s Club 
was for men only and was an immedi- 
ate success. Its success was so great 
that out of it grew the Bible Institute 
of Los Angeles. The club continues to 
this day at the Church of the Open 
Door in Los Angeles. 

The Cicero club is also a for-men- 
only affair. McCarrell wanted a group 
of men to undertake definite, purpose- 
ful soul winning. The first meeting 
was on a Saturday afternoon and

about twenty young men turned out. 
To this day the meetings have con- 
tinued on Saturday afternoons. “We 
figured,” says McCarrell, “that if the 
men were willing to give up their 
Saturday baseball and football they 
really meant business for the Lord.” 


+ In some ways, the Cicero Fisher- 
men’s Club past is more colorful than 
its present, though no one would dis- 
count the solidness of its current min- 
istry. Old timers, for example, can 
tell you about the Sunday afternoon 
when an unsympathetic listener on an 
upper floor emptied a pail of water 
on Chris Pappas while he was wit- 
nessing to a Sunday afternoon crowd 
on the South Side of Chicago. Without 
a pause in his testimony, Pappas 
merely exclaimed, “Praise God! Now 
I’m cooled off and I can witness 
longer!” And he did. 

Dr. McCarrell recalls other club 
members—men like Ralph Teeter, a 
convicted mail robber who came to 
Christ in his cell and later became 
deputy sheriff and chaplain of the jail 
where he was once a prisoner; Anton

Gillies, the Lithuanian gambler, who 
was saved through a tract received as 
he was on the way to commit suicide; 


Henry Steuitt, a converted saloon 
keeper who later directed ninety gos- 
pel groups, and many more. He also 
recalls the new convert with gangster 
background who, knowing more about 
bullets than  bullocks, innocently 
asked a Fishermen’s Club member to 
explain about the “bullets at the 
altar.” 

What some of these men were lack- 
ing in knowledge, however, they made 
up in boldness and zeal. “I was tell- 
ing somebody about Christ, and he up 
and slugged me,” one of these earlier 
workers announced. “What should I 
do?” Another Fisherman reported 
having had a man draw a gun on him 
after he had given a word for Christ. 

“Once Holly, a Fisherman, was 
preaching on the street and no one 
seemed to be listening,” Dr. McCarrell 
recalls. “Rogers, another Fisherman, 
quietly walked up behind him and 
struck him between the shoulders. 
Immediately he started to argue with

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l HAVE known many evangelists, and 
| have heard many of them preach 
on the passion for souls. I have also 
known some ardent personal soul 
winners who certainly would put the 
average Christian to shame. But when 
I begin to consider Jesus Christ and 
His care for men, I have to confess, 
for myself and my brethren, that we 
know very little about the passion for 
souls. 

To sense the full impact of this, it 
is not enough to look at Jesus in the 
days of His flesh, moved with com- 
passion for the multitudes, weeping 
over Jerusalem, and the like. We must 
begin back in eternity, where the 
eternal Son, “existing in the form of 
God, counted not the being on an 
equality with God a thing to be 
grasped, but emptied himself, taking 
the form of a servant” (Phil. 2:6, 7, 
A.S.V.). The equal Son took the form 
o! a bond-slave. Why? Because He 
shared the divine concern for men, 
and that concern called for a work of 
redemption which only a divine serv- 
ant could fulfill. 

This Servant of Jehovah came 
among men, as man, in the great event 
of the incarnation. So He brought into 
human flesh that mighty, divine 
yearning which pulsates in the heart 
ot God. Obedience to the Father’s will 
for the salvation of men meant hu- 
miliation upon humiliation, until the 
final humiliation of the cross, with the 
sin of the world laid upon Him. Here 
is the obedient Servant, the obedient 
Son, but here also is the divine passion 
for souls, brought to earth in the in- 
carnate Son, and expressed in a total- 
ity of self-giving which baffles thought. 

In the light of Calvary, our boasted 
passion for souls seems not only 
trivial, but almost sordid, tainted with 
professional pride and a selfish desire 
for the “thrill” of leading a soul to 
Christ. But what of those who have 
no care at all? It is a terrible thing to 
stand before the cross! It seems to tell 
us, “This is the price of winning souls,” 
and, like the rich young ruler, we turn 
away, afraid of the cost, content with 
a sham. 

But when we come to examine our 
Lord’s actual operation in the area of 
soul winning, we face new perplex- 








ities. Jesus Christ does not seem to be 
nearly as eager as we are! He does not 
corner and button-hole everybody as 
we do, or at least as we think we 
should do. He has no such questions 
as, “Are you saved?” or, “Do you 
know that if you died tonight you 
would go to hell?” There are indeed 
some occasions when He seems to take 
the initiative, as in the cases of Philip 
and the Samaritan woman, but more 
often people came to Him. 

If we were more winsome, and had 
more of the power of God in our lives, 
more sinners might seek us out for us 
to tell them of our Saviour. At any 
rate, this indiscriminate witnessing 
that some teach and practice finds no 
support in the life of our Lord. This 
Man, upon whom the Spirit came, and 
who went forth in the power of the 
Spirit, was led by the Spirit, both in 
His utterances and in His silences. 
How much we need that control of the 
Holy Spirit in our lives, so that we 
may be ready to speak and may be 
just as content when He keeps us 
quiet. Of course we must not cover 
unfaithfulness with the pious robe of 
waiting for the Spirit! We must be 
honest with God. 


+ ANOTHER point at which the tech- 
nique of Jesus differs from ours is in 
the matter of pressing for a decision. 
In my own teaching of personal evan- 
gelism, I have insisted on three steps: 
approach, instruction and appeal. We 
are not simply instructors, we are 
pleaders (II Cor. 5:20). We seek a 
verdict, not only of the emotions and 
the reason, but of the will. Yet if Jesus 
Christ were in one of our evangelism 
classes today, He would be graded 
weak on the appeal. 

I am not forgetting the sweet invita- 
tion of Matthew 11: 28-30, “Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest.” But 
examine His dealings with individuals, 
or even with groups. How much 
pressing for immediate decision was 
there? Having shown Nicodemus the 
way of salvation, He gave time for the 
good seed to come to fruition—and it 
did. He did not plead with the rich 
young ruler to reconsider his decision, 
although He manifested His grief at 
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the young man’s departure and taught 
some valuable lessons from the in- 
cident. Whether men came into faith 
or not, there was an amazing absence 
of pressure. 

Is there a reason for this? For one 
thing, our Lord respected the human 
personality too much to invade the 
territory of the will more than was 
meet. In the second place, Jesus was 
too much of a man of faith to use the 
screws. Being Himself “full of the 
Holy Ghost,’ He believed that He 
was not alone in His dealings with 
men. He was willing therefore to 
commit them to the Holy Spirit. 

The “only believe” of some evan- 
gelism today has no counterpart in 
the example of our Lord. Candidates 
for salvation are encouraged to de- 
clare that they believe in Jesus, with- 
out reference to repentance and per- 
sonal commitment, and are assured, 
“on the authority of the Word of God,” 
that they are saved. Our Lord did not 
so act. He was not content with a sur- 
face belief based on the senses or the 
emotions. We read of many who “be- 
lieved in his name,” but in whom the 
Lord did not believe (John 2:23, 24). 
They were only fans, whereas Jesus 
was looking for disciples. 

The trouble with us is that we try 
to widen the gate and broaden the 
wey that leads to life so that we can 
accommodate the crowds. Jesus did 
not do so. He stated that the gate was 
strait and the way narrow, which was 
the very reason that few found it. He 
did not widen the gate for Nicodemus, 
but insisted that this exemplary, reli- 
gious man undergo a radical change 
which Jesus called being born again. 
He did not make it easy for the woman 
of Sychar but faced her with her sin, 
while rejecting her religious notions. 
He did not suggest to the rich young 
ruler that all he had to do to be saved 
was believe that He, Jesus, was the 
Messiah. The gate was not broad 
enough to let this man and his wealth 
through. For in this case his wealth 
was his sin, as righteousness was 
Nicodemus’ sin and immorality the 
Samaritan woman’s sin. 

You see, our Lord was out to get 
people saved, not to pile up statistics 
and there is a difference. He was more 
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You'll find help for your own soul winning efforts

for sifting than for padding. As He 
preached on a certain occasion, “many 
believed on him” (John 8:30). Did He 
exclaim, “Now you are saved”? Not 
at all. He put them to the test and 
found them wanting. His statement, 
“Ye shall know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you free,” searched 
them out, and they showed by their 
reaction that they had no sense of 
need. Before the chapter ends the 
would-be believers are lost in the 
crowd of opponents to whom the Lord 
says, “Ye are of your father the devil” 
(v. 44). In personal work it was the 
same. When the enthusiastic scribe 
rushed up to Him to declare his inten- 
tion to follow “whithersoever thou 
goest,” there was no great fuss made 
over him, but Jesus quietly reminded 
him of the cost of following Him. 

These are solemn and disturbing 
things. In some modern evangelism 
the “many” of John 2:23 and John 
8:30 would certainly be counted, and 
we would find some way of getting 
that scribe and that young ruler into 
the church, but in all this we would 
not be following the Master Soul 
Winner. 

What, then, shall we make of the 
message, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved”? We 
shall preach it and teach it. Only we 
shall not deceive people about the 
meaning of that word “believe.” We 
shall give it its full evangelic content, 
till those who profess the faith will not 
just be giving assent to a creedal 
statement, but will be turning from 
their sin in full reliance on the Lord 
Jesus Christ for pardon, peace and 
power. 


+ Now I did not want to write all 
this. It sounds so critical and negative. 
But my subject compelled me, and I 
do believe we ought to face up to the 
discrepancies between our Lord’s 
evangelism and ours and do some- 
thing about it. 

Just in case I am unnecessarily mis- 
understood, allow me to say that I 
have no criticism of mass evangelism 
as such. Let us have more of it. Only 
let us watch those points where there 
is danger of passing from true Chris- 
tian evangelism to a carnal perversion 
of it. The same applies to personal 
evangelism, in which one may be 
driven by fleshly pressure, and 
tempted to pluck unripe fruit either 
by over-insistence or by a watering 
down of the demands of the gospel. 
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Having said this, let us look at some 
of the ways the Lord won souls. 

His approach to Zacchaeus and to 
the woman at the well is instructive. 
In each case He asked for something. 
He invited the hospitality of Zac- 
chaeus’ home, and He requested a 
drink from the Samaritan woman. 
The value of this approach lay in the 
fact that in each case it broke through 
strong prejudices and struck in the 
heart of the other party a new chord— 
the sense of being wanted, of having 
value. 

Can one imagine a Jewish rabbi 
accepting, to say nothing of request- 
ing, the hospitality of a chief publican, 
a man who had bought from Rome the 
right to collect Roman taxes from a 
considerable area, and then farmed 
out that area in smaller sections to 
subordinates? And what Jewish rabbi 
would lower his prestige by speaking 
to a Samaritan woman, let alone ask- 
ing her for a favor? To win souls we 
sometimes have to break through 
barriers of convention, prejudice and 
form, and frequently there is no surer 
way of establishing confidence than by 
means of a request. If we are always 
on the giving end we may actually 
raise obstacles, for that puts the other 
party in the inferior place; while a 
request for the use of their wheel- 
barrow, or for a few eggs to meet the 
emergency of unexpected company, 
makes them feel that we need them, 
and the door is open. 

See how our Lord turned the oc- 
casion to use. The woman had come 
to draw water. He opened a conversa- 
tion about thirst and offered the living 
water. Bishop J. Taylor Smith once 
observed his chaffeur fixing something 
under the hood of his car. Asking 
what the trouble might be, he was 
informed that only five of the six 
cylinders had been operating. “Can a 
car not go on five cylinders?” in- 
quired the bishop. “Yes,” replied the 
chauffeur, “but not as well as it ought 
to.” “Then what do you think of a 
man who has three cylinders, with 
only two of them in operation?” 
queried the bishop. I need not tell 
you how the conversation went, and 
its result. Here was one who followed 
the Lord’s example in using the oc- 
casion. 

One rule we have in personal soul 
winning is, keep the inquirer to the 
point. Now our Lord did not keep that 
rule by Sychar’s well at all. When He 
exposed the woman’s life of sin, she 


seemed to take shelter in a technical 
question about worship—Jerusalem or 
Gerizim? Jesus did not say, “Now you 
are trying to dodge the issue. Let’s 
come back to the question of your 
sin.” That is what the rule would call 
for, though not quite so bluntly. In- 
stead, Jesus took her up on the ques- 
tion of worship, and gave to this sinful 
Samaritan woman the most profound 
statement ever uttered on the sub- 
ject (John 4:24). 

Now why did He break the rule? 
There are times when ignoring or 
side-stepping a problem will create a 
mental and emotional block in the 
other party, and the opportunity will 
be lost. In such a case the problem 
should be patiently dealt with, and in 
the meantime the heart is gradually 
opening for the final illumination. So 
we learn from our Lord not to be too 
much bound by rules. 


+ WHEN we come to Nicodemus, the 
whole situation is different. This 
teacher of Israel came to Jesus with a 
questioning mind and an open heat. 
He began the conversation with an 
affirmation which implied a question. 
“We know that thou art a teacher 
come from God: for no man can do 
these miracles that thou doest, except 
God be with him.” Can you read be- 
tween the lines? Nicodemus seems to 
say, “This is as far as we can go posi- 
tively, but we feel there is more. What 
is that more? Are you... ?”—but it 
remains unsaid. How will Jesus deal 
with this man? In this case He seems 
to brush aside completely Nicodemus’ 
problem and take up an entirely dif- 
ferent subject. Why? Because what 
Nicodemus thought was his problem 
was not. His problem was his right- 
eousness, which was so deficient that 
he needed the radical change of the 
new birth. So Jesus led him through 
all the baffling steps of the doctrine 
of the new birth, and finally came 
back to the question of the inquirer, 
presenting Himself, not simply as “a 
teacher come from God,” but as the 
Saviour, who must be “lifted up” for 
the salvation of men. So our Lord 
answers men’s questions, the ques- 
tions of the heart as well as of the 
mind and of the lips. 

I think I hear the editor say, “Time 
to quit,” when I have hardly begun. 
But I close with the words of the 
Saviour to the fishermen of Galilee: 
“Follow me, and I will make you 
fishers of men.” END

There’s no doubt about it. The 
highest ambition of this one-time 
pastor, mission superintendent, edu- 
cator and writer was to win souls. 
Take his own statement as he spoke 
at the South London Tabernacle: 

“IT would rather win souls than be 
the greatest king or emperor on earth. 
I would rather win souls than be the 
greatest general that ever commanded 
an army; I would rather win souls 
than be the greatest poet, or novelist, 
or literary man who ever walked the 
earth. My one ambition in life is to 
win as many as possible. Oh, it is the 
only thing worth doing, to save souls; 
and, men and women, we can all do 
a” 

His method of using the Scriptures 
in personal evangelism was to put the 
Bible in the hands of the inquirer and 
have him read a selected passage. 
Then Dr. Torrey would ask questions 
about the words and phrases of the 
passage until the seeker understood it. 
He believed that the Holy Spirit 
would take the Word as His sword and 
cut through the darkness of the un- 
believing mind, bringing light and 
conversion. 

For example, in telling how to deal 
with those lacking assurance of sal- 
vation, Dr. Torrey relates this ex- 
perience: 

I was dealing one night with a

+ R. A. Torrey was often considered 
the successor of D. L. Moody in world 
evangelism. Possessed with a brilliant, 
well-trained mind, he was _ logical, 
penetrating, positive, thorough and 
convincing, whether preaching, teach- 
ing or doing personal work. He held 
degrees from Yale University and 
divinity school and did postgraduate 
work in the Universities of Leipzig 
and Erlangen in Germany. 

From the pastorate of a Congre- 
gational church in Garrettsville, Ohio, 
he went to Minneapolis to direct city 
missions. D. L. Moody heard of him 
and brought him to Chicago in 1889 
as superintendent of the Bible Insti- 
tute. Here he remained until 1908, 
also serving for twelve years of this 
time as pastor of the Moody Church. 
In 1912 he went to Los Angeles as 
dean of the Bible Institute of Los An- 
geles and also served as pastor of the 
Church of the Open Door. 

He frequently took time out to con- 
duct large evangelistic campaigns in 
the major cities of America and other 
lands. But he always kept busy in 
personal evangelism. 

His approach to individuals in per- 
sonal work was sometimes brusque 
and always direct and pointed. While 
he tried to avoid offense and make a 
wholesome impression, yet there is 
no record that he ever tried to win 
people to himself first as a means of 
winning them to Christ. Perhaps his 
piercing gray eyes and somewhat 
stern and cold personality made it 
difficult to win people to himself. 
Apparently he always sought to win 
men directly to Jesus Christ as Lord 
and Saviour. 

In complete reliance on the Holy 
Spirit, Dr. Torrey used the Word of 
God to bring lost sinners to convic- 
tion, conversion and assurance. To 
him the Scriptures were always in 
place. Whether the prospect was in- 
terested in the Bible or not, whether 
he believed it or not, Dr. Torrey faced 
him with the Word of God, stood firm- 
ly on it, and virtually drilled him 
through with it. 

A good example of Dr. Torrey’s 
method of using Scripture verses — 
and anyone can use this passage the 
same way — concerns the use of 
Isaiah 53:6: “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 

“Get the inquirer to read the verse 
himself,” Torrey wrote, “then say to 
him, ‘The first half of this verse shows 
you your need of salvation, the sec- 
ond half shows you the provision God 
has made for your salvation. Read 
again the first half of this verse. 

“ Ts this true of you? Have you gone

+ The Bible also teaches that God has 
a plan for each of us. Earthly parents 
may direct the education of their chil- | 
dren into paths leading to a lifework 
which seems desirable, but only God 
has the infinite wisdom and knowl- 
edge to guide an individual into the 
work for which he was endowed at 
birth. The Lord may, of course, use 
the prayerful efforts of godly parents 
to guard their children from mistakes 
in the choice of a vocation. He also 
uses our natural inclinations, our 
environment and the circumstances 
which come to us. 

The personal interest God shows in 
each one of us, as it is revealed in the 
Bible, is astonishing. It should lead 
us to expect to find a rich body of 
truth about the pathway in which He 
wants us to walk. The very hairs of 
our heads are numbered (Matthew 
10:30). The Lord knows our sor- 
rows (Exodus 3:7); He records our 
tears (Psalm 56:8). He takes note of | 
our downsittings and our uprisings 
(Psalm 139:2). All our thoughts, our 
ways and our words are known to 
Him (Psalm 139:2-6). A book of 
remembrance is written before Him 
for those who fear the Lord and think 
upon His name (Malachi 3:16). The 
Old and New Testaments are in per- | 
fect agreemenc; each provides a 
wealth of truth about the divine plan.

Three words are used in this verse 
to tell us how the Lord makes known 


| to us the way in which we are to go. 


In the Hebrew tongue used by the 
psalmist, each word is full of meaning. 
“Instruction” is the enlightening of 
the intelligence. “Teaching” is the 
pointing out of a definite course. 
“Guidance” is the advice needed for 
particular problems. And notice that 
God undertakes to do all three for us; 


| He says, “I will.” 


The fact that we have a part to play 
in making His will our will is evident 


' from the next verse, which contains a 
| warning that He may enforce our 
| obedience if necessary, exactly as we 


use a bit and bridle to compel a beast 


| of burden to go where we want him 
| to go. 


God’s plan is for believers only. 


| When we read all of Psalm 32, we find 


that the promise of guidance is given 
only to those whose transgressions 
are forgiven, whose sins are under the 
blood of Christ, who have made con- 
fession to God. No unsaved person has 


| any claim to the promises about a 
| divinely planned life. Instead, the un- 


godly may be used to show forth God’s 
wrath against sin (Romans 9:22), or 
like Nebuchadnezzar, to accomplish 
the divine purpose in spite of unbelief 
(Jeremiah 25:9, 12). 

The cloud which directed the peo- 
ple of Israel in their way brought 


' nothing but confusion to the Egyp- 


tians (Exodus 14:19, 20). Before any- 
one may expect to be led through the 
wilderness of this world by the mod- 
ern counterpart of the pillar of fire, 
he must be sure he is numbered 
among those to whom the promise is 
addressed. “What man is he that 
feareth the Lord? him shall he teach 
in the way that he shall choose” 
(Psalm 25:12). 

God’s plan is wonderfully detailed. 
Incredible as such a revelation may 
seem at first thought, every step we 
take is “ordered by the Lord” (Psalm 
37:23). He does not always reveal the 
distant future to us, but He does lead 
each step of the way. Perhaps several 
paths lie ahead, each one open and 
inviting; but we need not fear that we 
shall make a mistake, for it is written, 
“He shall direct thy paths” (Proverbs 
3.6). 

Paul once found himself in a place 
where he was for a time uncertain 
about what he should do. When he 
tried to enter Asia and Bithynia, the 
Holy Spirit prevented him, and di- 
rected him instead to Philippi in Eu- 
rope (Acts 16:6-10). 

What about the multitude of details 
making up every life? Can God have 
a purpose in each one? His Word so 


declares in unmistakable terms: “And 
we know that all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according to 
his purpose” (Romans 8: 28). Further- 
more, this verse states that we know 
this is true. 


+ God’s program is continuous. “The 
Lord shall guide thee continually” 
(Isaiah 58:11). His compassions are 
new every morning. Once He has 
undertaken to save, He will never 
leave or forsake us (Hebrews 13:5). 
It does not matter whether we are 
just beginning the Christian life, or 
whether we have long known the 
Lord, He will guide us every moment 
if we permit Him to do so. He is with 
us even when we walk through the 
valley of the shadow (Psalm 23:4). 

God’s program is definite and 
specific. “Thine ears shall hear a word 
behind thee, saying, This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the 
right hand, and when ye turn to the 
left” (Isaiah 30:21). We may not hear 
an audible voice today, but it is still 
true that “the way of the righteous is 
made plain” (Proverbs 15:19). What 
is true of the way of salvation is also 
true of the divine plan: “The way- 
faring men, though fools, shall not err 
therein” (Isaiah 35:8). 

God’s plan allows for special coun- 
sel and wisdom. When doubts come 
as to exactly what we ought to do, we 
have the privilege of praying for 
specific directions: “Cause me _ to 
know the way wherein I should walk; 
for I lift up my soul unto thee” 
(Psalm 143:8; compare Psalm 27:11). 

When we are confronted with par- 
ticular problems requiring unusual 
wisdom, the promise of James 1:5 
may acquire a new, wonderful mean- 
ing; our daily communion with the 
Lord Jesus will partake of the nature 
of an important personal consultation. 
“If any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and it 
shall be given him.” The only condi- 
tion is the realization of our own lack! 
Whether we are facing an important 
crisis or simply doing our daily tasks, 
we may say with full confidence, 
“Thou shalt guide me with thy coun- 
sel” (Psalm 73:24). 

God’s plan is sure to be profitable. 
From the standpoint of present and 
future advantages alone, the God- 
planned life is the only wise course 
to follow. For honoring the Word of 
God, Joshua was given the guarantee, 
“Then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success” (Joshua 1:8). We have 
the same promise in Psalm 1:3, 


“Whatsoever he doeth shall prosper.”

dreaded and feared. The Scriptures, 
on the other hand, speak of “that good, 








and acceptable, and perfect, will of 
God” (Romans 12:2). Anyone may 
prove or demonstrate the truth of this 


by presenting his body to the Lord as 
a living sacrifice. 


+ Obeying God’s plan brings assur- 
“If any man willeth to do his 
will, he shall know of the teaching, 
whether it is of God” (John 7:17, 
AS.V.). This is a Bible truth which 
may be applied to the knowledge of 
what God would have us to do with 
our lives, as well as to the knowledge | 
of salvation on receiving Christ (John 
6:40). It may be looked upon as a 
challenge to every Christian to put 
these things to the test. 

One reason some believers lack as- 
surance about their relationship to 
God is that they have been doing their 
own will, rather than the will of God. 
He has put this teaching on the basis 
of experimental proof, just as we can 
check a law of physics or chemistry 
in the laboratory. If we do what He 
wants us to do, we shall know 
whether His Word—His program for 
us individually—is really of God. 
Nothing could be fairer than this or 
more likely to appeal to the minds of 
Christians in modern times. “These 
things have I written unto you that 
believe on the name of the Son of 
God: that ye may know... .” (I John 
5:13).

enemy for God. 

First, prepare yourself with a clear 
recognition of your responsibility. It 
is the same as that given to Paul in 
Acts 26:18: “To open their eyes, and 
to turn them from darkness to light, 
and from the power of Satan unto 
God, that they may receive forgive- 
ness of sins, and inheritance among 
them which are sanctified by faith that 
is in me.” 

Second, maintain a daily quiet time 
—a time you spend primarily getting 
to know Him. This will equip you to 
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PREPARATION A daily quiet 
time with Bible study and prayer is 
essential for the soul winner. 





Pray defensively against Satan’s hin- 
drances. Pray that his power to blind 
the minds of unbelievers will be de- 
feated in the case of specific individ- 
uals whom you name in prayer. 

Our Lord said to the first disciples, 
“Follow me, and I will make you 


fishers of men” (Matt. 4:19). Stay 
close to Him in His Word and in 
prayer and He will make you a fisher 
of men. 

Making the Approach: The most 
important thing now is to get going. 


Christ’s command is “Go ye into all 








APPROACH Make the first step 
in faith and obedience to the Lord's 
command, "Go ye into all the world.” 
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Our mission, stated in II Corinthians 
5:20, is to persuade men in Christ’s 
stead to be reconciled to God. That 
this includes telling the story to peo- 
ple one by one is implicit in the fre- 
quency with which the Lord Jesus 
taught one person alone. 

In person-to-person witness, you 
can meet individual needs. Though all 
have common need of a Saviour, each 
person has a unique situation. Per- 
sonal application of the gospel and the 
follow-up of new Christians are more 
natural and logical on a person-to- 
person basis. 

Leading one to trust in Jesus as 
Saviour and Lord is a process. We 
will consider it here in five steps. 


Preparing for Action: The success- 
ful soldier has been conditioned by 
rigorous training and taught the 
proper use of his weapons. Your own 
preparation will make the difference 
when it comes to taking men from the 
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go and tell. “And he said, The God of 
our fathers hath chosen thee, that 
thou shouldest know his will, and see 
that Just One, and shouldest hear the 
voice of his mouth. For thou shalt be 
his witness unto all men of what thou 
hast seen and heard” (Acts 22:14, 15). 
Time with God will produce the com- 
passion and the boldness you need. 

Third, equip yourself with the Word 
of God hidden in your heart. The 
Word is the Sword of the Spirit, which 
He will use through you to win the 
battle. But the Sword must be kept 
sharp and ready in your heart for Him 
to use. Start now to memorize each 
week and review regularly certain 
verses from God’s Word; then the 
Holy Spirit will call to your remem- 
brance just the right Scripture when 
you need it. 

Fourth, you must pray. Pray for 
God to prepare the hearts of those 
to whom He would have you wit- 
ness. Ask that obstacles be removed. 


the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature” (Mark 16:15). God 
told Moses “Now therefore go, and I 
will be with thy mouth, and teach thee 
what thou shalt say.” 

Don’t wait for feeling. Make the first 
step in faith and obedience to His 
command to go, and the feeling will 
follow. Action alone will overcome 
inertia. 

Take the initiative in making con- 
tacts with people. God never meant us 
to wait for them to come to us. We 
are to go to the people. The lay people 
scattered abroad by the persecution at 
Jerusalem “went everywhere preach- 
ing the word” (Acts 8:4). Paul said, 
“TI continue unto this day, witnessing 
both to small and great...” (Acts 
26: 22). 

Once moving, we must win a sym- 
pathetic hearing. We must gain the 
interest of the hearer, remove any 
barriers between us, and find common 
ground. 
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We should plan the approach to the 
individual’s taste. Study the interests 
of the person to whom you would 
speak, and seek to put yourself into 
his place. Showing an interest in his 
interests will often build a bridge of 
common ground between you and 
your contact. 

’ You may win confidence by doing

holding criticism and expressing a 
word of honest commendation for 
what he has done.

cheus by inviting Himself to his home 
(Luke 19:1-10). 

It's always good to ask permission 
to talk about spiritual things. By giv- 
ing consent to discuss these things, 
the person will be more receptive to 
what you have to say. 

Diagnose the need of the person 
whom you wish to reach. Is he inter- 
ested and anxious, or careless and 
indifferent? Does he have some honest 
objections that are standing between 
him and the gospel? Does he have 
personal problems that need to be 
met? Often you can find out where 
the person’s need lies by a series of 
why” questions—why he feels the 
way he does about this, why he has 
come to this conclusion, and so on. 


Presenting Christ: Once you have 
won the confidence and friendship 
i the person and have discovered 
‘is particular need, present the story. 
Be courteously straightforward and 
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livered unto you first of all that which 
I also received, how that Christ died 
for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures, and that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day ac- 
cording to the scriptures.” 

This is the gospel, the story you 
must stick to. Avoid being drawn 
into bypaths such as methods of 
baptism or whether it is better to be 
an Episcopalian or a Baptist. Em- 
phasize the life, the victory and the 
satisfaction that Jesus Christ offers 
those who receive Him on the grounds 
of these simple gospel! facts. It is diffi- 
cult to strip away the extras and stick 
to the story, so you will need to be 
watchful. 

How do you tell the story? Tell it 
with intense conviction. Avoiding 
argument is a must, for arguing and 
witnessing do not mix. If possible, 
start with some point of agreement 
and go on from there. 

Use your Bible in presenting the 


be convinced scientifically before he 
would believe.

It is better to use a few well-chosen 
verses than to confuse the person by 
turning to many Scriptures. He will 
remember better the few that you use 
with special emphasis. 

Some verses will be your standbys, 
but do not get into a routine or count 


- on a “formula” sequence of verses to 


fit every case. For a specific need 01 
circumstance you may choose a dif- 
ferent verse. But whatever combina- 
tion of verses you use, try not to use 
more than six, and preferably three 
or four. These can be impressed 
deeply on the listener’s mind by the 
Holy Spirit. 

A serviceman who drifted into a 
Bible class in our home did not seem 
to understand the things we covered 


hee 
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from the Bible. As I talked with him 
afterward, our conversation went from 
his home and family to things we had 
discussed in the class. He said this 
was all new to him. I asked if he was 
interested in discussing it further, and 
he said he was. Turning to my Bible, 
I explained the fact of sin and its 
penalty. I used Romans 3:23 and 
Romans 6:23, illustrating each point. 
Then I pointed out from I Timothy 
1:15 that Christ had come into the 
world to save sinners such as we. 
From I Peter 2:24 we found out how 
He had done it, by bearing “our sins 
in His own body.” According to John 
1:12 all we have to do is to receive 
Him as our Saviour. Revelation 3:20 
says that it simply means to ask Him 
to come into our hearts. If we ask, He 
will, for He said He would and He will 
keep His Word. 

Then I had him repeat the plan of 
salvation back to me as I had given it 
to him. This he did so well that I 
needed to clear up only one point. I 
asked him to think it over and left him 
to talk to some of the others. Later 
that evening he received Christ as 
Lord and Saviour. I immediately 
started him memorizing some Scrip- 
ture. 


Leading to a Decision: After pre- 
senting the gospel, emphasize that a 
person must receive Christ, not 
merely assent to the facts about Him. 


Receiving Christ as Saviour and Lord 
is a definite act of the will. It is turn- 
ing from darkness to light. Make it 
clear that Christ is ready to receive 
him now, and that the next move is 
his to receive or reject Christ’s offer. 
The decision to do nothing at all is, in 
its effect, a decision to reject Him. 

When you have made sure the way 
is clear to him, you might ask, “Is 
there any reason why you could not 
receive Christ now?” If his answer is 
yes, find and meet his objections. 
Often the excuse he will give for not 
receiving Christ is only a cover for the 
real reason. By talking it over further 
you may, with the Holy Spirit’s help, 
find the real reason and help him face 
it. In doing this you must, of course, 
be understanding and show a kindred 
spirit. As you talk, aim to keep him 
on the track of the main problem. The 
Samaritan woman of John 4 tried to 
divert the subject to modes of worship 
when the Saviour was leading her to 
face her personal need. 

Finally, explain; don’t argue. Avoid 
talking down to the person, but rather 
give your argument by way of an ex- 
planation, in a quiet, reasonable tone 
of voice. 

When his objections are sufficiently 
answered, come back to the question, 
“Now is there any reason you cannot 
receive Christ?” If not, suggest that 
he simply bow his head and ask Jesus 
Christ to come into his life.

Handling the Follow-up: This step 
is extremely important. When a per- 
son comes to Christ he is born into the 
family of God. No matter how intel- 
ligent he is or what his status in life, 
he is a spiritual babe who needs all 
the care and instruction that a young- 
ster in any family needs. Your job is 
to see that he is guided in his spiritual 
growth by getting into the Word of 
God, learning to get answers to prayer 
and learning how to tell others of life 
in Christ. Start him as soon as possible 
on a simple Bible study and in memo- 
rizing portions of Scripture. 

Follow-up begins immediately after 
a decision. The first need is to estab- 
lish the person in assurance of his 
salvation. One follow-up help espe- 
cially prepared to help young Chris- 
tians in this is Beginning With Christ* 
which presents from God’s Word the 
assurance he will need and gives him 
the first verses of Scripture to mem- 
orize. 

The next need of the person is to 
get started in a regular quiet time in 
the Word of God. If he does not have 
a Bible. give him the Gospel of John 
or Gospel of Mark and suggest he read 
a portion of it each morning, meditate 
on it and spend a few moments in 
prayer. 

A word on what he will face at 
home would be timely. Suggest how 
he should allow his family to see a 


change in his behavior and use the 


opportunity to tell them of his new 
relationship to Christ. If he has un- 
believing parents he may expect some 
opposition, and he should be warned 
of this. 

See that he gets into fellowship with 
other Christians as soon as possible. 
Help him find a Bible-teaching church 
where he can be strengthened by the 
fellowship of others who know and 
love Christ. 

Your own responsibility to him does 
not end here. Yor. should phone or 
visit him again within the week. En- 
courage and help him with any ques- 
tions he has or problems he has en- 
countered. As a spiritual parent, do 
all you can to continue helping him 
in spiritual growth. 

Opportunities are all around us. 
We must pray, prepare and go to take 
men from the enemy, one by one, for 
Jesus Christ.

Free from the Law! 





| the third chapter of the Epistle 

to the Galatians, the 13th verse, 
we read these words, “Christ hath 
redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse for us: for it 
is written, Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree: that the blessing 
of Abraham might come on the Gen- 
tiles through Jesus Christ.” 

Notice the statement here. Christ 
hath redeemed us from the curse of 
the law. What was that curse? Well, 
God gave His holy law to show man 
how he ought to live in this world. 
The man that doeth these things, He 
said, shall live in them. 

But have you ever known anyone 
who kept all of God’s law or obeyed 
all His commandments?

Therefore, every 
one of us comes under the curse. 

Moreover, the apostle James says, 
“If a man should keep the whole law, 
yet offend in one point, he is guilty 
of all.” 

Take a man who has lived a re- 
spectable and upright life all his days. 
Then he becomes guilty of forgery and 
gets away with a large sum of money 
because of it. Now, in the eyes of the 
law, all the years of good living that 
went before count for nothing. The 
man is a criminal. He has broken the 
law and is therefore subject to its 
penalty. 

So with the man who has lived re- 
spectably all his life, but still has 
broken the law of God in one par- 
ticular point or more. He is guilty of 
all; that is, he is a lawbreaker, and 
that puts him under the curse. 

Now, for that man to say, “I don’t 
need a Saviour, I can save myself by 
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doing good and keeping the law and 
trying to live up to a certain amount 
of it’—that is all nonsense. He has 
already failed; he has already broken 
the law; he has already come under 
the curse. That’s why he needs a 
Saviour. 

The Lord Jesus Christ took all this 
into account, and so He came from 
heaven. He, who is one with the 
Father from all eternity, became man 
for our redemption, lived His holy, 
beautiful life here on earth. He did 
not break the law in anything. He 
could say, “I do always those things 
that please the Father.” No penalty 
of a broken law hung over Him. 

Yet He went to the cross; He was 
lifted up; He was hanged on the tree; 
He was made a curse for us; He who 
knew no sin “was made sin for us 
that we might become the righteous- 
ness of God in Him.” 

That’s what the Scripture means 
when it says “Christ hath redeemed 
us from the curse of the law; as it is 
written, Cursed is everyone that 
hangeth on a tree.” 

We were under the curse, but He 
became the curse for us. He went 
down into the grave and now is risen 
again in triumph, and now He is able 
to “save to the uttermost those who 
come unto God by Him.” 

Have you trusted Him? Have you 
ever acknowledged the fact that you 
are a sinner? Have you ever come to 
God confessing your guilt? 

It is when I take my place before 
God as a self-confessed sinner, when 
I cease trying to hide and to cover my 
guilt, when I acknowledge that I’m 
just what God says I am, lost and 
undone, that I am truly repentant.

A Bibliography of Bibles Published in the United States 


A BIBLIOGRAPHY that contains every 
known title of English Bibles and New 
Testaments published in this country 
since 1777 has just been issued jointly 
by the American Bible Society and 
the New York Public Library. It is 
entitled, The English Bible in Amer- 
ica, and is subtitled “A Bibliography 
of Editions of the Bible and the New 
Testament Published in America 
1777-1957.” 

This beautifully printed work of 
over 500 pages is edited by Miss Mar- 
garet T. Hills, for the last thirty years 
librarian for the American Bible So- 
ciety. The preface does not tell us how 
long the investigation of this subject 
has taken, but I would judge at least 
ten years. 

Titles are arranged chronologically, 
beginning with the Aitken New Testa- 
ment of 1777. The last entry is num- 
bered 2573! Some entries, however, 
include a number of volumes, such as 
the nineteen volumes of An American 
Commentary on the New Testament 
(1881-1890), the eight titles of Sawyer 
Version (1883 ff) and the fourteen 
volumes of The Bible for Home and 
School, published by Macmillan in the 
early part of the century. 

The contents are exhaustively in- 
dexed. There is a geographical index 
of publishers and printers, followed 
by indexes of translations, translators 
and revisers, editors and commenta- 
tors, edition titles and finally a gen- 
eral index. To illustrate the richness 
of these indexes, under publisher J. 
Howe alone there are eighty-two re- 
ferences. In the index of translations 
there are 157 references just under the 
Rheims-Douay version. 

I know something, perhaps, of bib- 
liographic works, and I must say that 
on almost every page my reaction is

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one of amazement. Where they found 
some of this bibliographic material 
I do not know. For example, there 
was a Bible published in 1822 by the 
Phinney Brothers of Cooperstown, 
N.Y., to which the editor has given 
some 500 words of bibliographic infor- 
mation. Similar minute details are 
found for a great number of printers, 
publishers and translators who do not 
appear in the Dictionary of American 
Biography, as James G. Butler, editor 
of the now rarely seen Bible Work; 
that strange and elusive character, 
Ivan Panin (1855-1942), and many 
others. 

As an indication of the research 
that has gone into these notes, I quote 
from the discussion of the Bible 
printed for the Goodwill Distributors 
and published by John A. Dickson 
Publishing Company of Chicago: 

“The publisher’s name was ‘lent’ 
temporarily for the publication of this 
Bible. Its permanent publisher was 
Consolidated Book Publishers, Chi- 
cago, a division of Book Production 
Industries, which owns, with Sears, 
Roebuck and Company, the Spencer 
Press. The John A. Dickson Publish- 
ing Company, Columbia Educational 
Press, the Catholic Press, the Menorah 
Press, and others are also divisions of 
Consolidated Book Publishers.” 

Another illustration is the note on 
the International Bible Agency of 
New York: 

“The International Bible Agency 
was formed in 1892 by the Methodist 
Book Concerns of New York and Cin- 
cinnati and the United Brethren Con- 
cern of Dayton, each one being an 
equal partner. The Agency originally 
purchased minion, bourgeois and 
small pica Bibles from William Collins 
and Son of Glasgow, but gradually 
new editions were set, plated, and sold 
by them. These were printed by the 
Methodist Book Concern but pub- 
lished under the imprint of the Inter- 
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national Bible Agency. The Agency 
was purchased in 1902 by the John C. 
Winston Company.” 

In spite of all the research, here and 
there the editor admits there were 
items that could not be checked. For 
instance, no copy has yet turned up of 
the edition of the Bible published by 
J. E. Potter of Philadelphia, 1870. The 
editors say they have not been able 
to straighten out the complicated mat- 
ter of the printings of Rotherham’s 
Emphasized New Testament, printed 
both in England and our own country. 
In regard to such a famous work as 
Moffatt’s New Testament, they assert: 
“It seems impossible at this date to 
determine when the version was 
printed for the first time in America.” 

There are rather long notes on the 
Bible issued by Isaac Collins in 1791, 
on the famous Aitken Bible of four 
volumes published in 1808, and on the 
early printings of the American Re- 
vised Version of 1881 and 1901. 

In her notes Miss Hills has indicated 
a number of firsts. The first English 
New Testament printed in America 
appeared in 1777, because “it was for- 
bidden to print Bibles in English in 
America during the colonial period, 
and their importation from England 
was cut off during the Revolutionary 
War.” 

The first appearance in the United 
States of a popular family commen- 
tary was in 1804—the famous Bible 
and commentary of Thomas Scott. The 
first stereotyped Bible printed in the 
United States was for the Bible So- 
ciety of Philadelphia in 1812. The im- 
print of the American Bible Society 
is seen for the first time on a Bible 
published in 1816, the same decade in 
which the British and Foreign Bible 
Society began. The first Polyglott 
Bible was published in 1831. Julia 
Evelina Smith (1793-1886) was the 
first woman to translate the entire 
Bible. 
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How Many Hours cana 
Minister Squeeze Out? 


Ministers as a group are probably healthier physically and 
mentally than most people. But items like these continue to 
appear in our national publications. Virginia Minister Confined 
in Mental Institution. Pennsylvania Clergyman Cracks Under 
Emotional Strain. Here—there—and all across the country 
growing numbers of ministers are breaking down, 


Why does it happen? 


Night and day, there are 168 hours in anyone’s week. Our 
ministers get no more than the rest of us. Yet one congregation 
that surveyed itself learned they expected 82 hours of work 
from their minister in one week—49% of his total time ! 


And this is not an isolated instance! 


Many ministers work 70 hours and more for their congre- 
gations each week. They have to do it in order to keep up the 
functions of their jobs. A Yale Divinity School professor of 
theology enumerates these six functions: 


DUTIES 


.Sow spiritual well being 
among the congregation. 
PREACHER...........Deliver sermons that give 
guidance in the relationship 
of God to man. 


FUNCTIONS OF A MINISTER 
ee 


PRIEST............... Administer sacraments and 
perform weddings and funerals. 
TEACHER.............Direct church's religious 


education program. 


ADMINISTRATOR... .Responsible for church 
finances and physical upkeep. 


ORGANIZER. .........Provide the spark for 
church groups, fund drives 
and special events. 


A group of Methodist ministers found that most of them 
used more than 15 hours a week in pastoral visiting. They put 
about the same amount of time into preparing sermons, con- 
ducting services, attending church meetings and general study. 
Church business required from five to 14 hours and counselling 
five hours or less. 

That’s how a minister can so easily put in a ten-hour, seven- 
day week. If you allow him eight hours of sleep at night with 
four hours in which to eat, bathe, dress, etc., he has used up 
22 of his daily 24. 

He then has two hours a day for himself. What shall he do 
with them? Go shopping for a pair of shoes he needs? Take 
his son to the dentist? Volunteer to serve on a civic committee 
he favors? 

How about the man himself? Does he have enough time to 
keep abreast of current events, take in a ball game, play golf 
occasionally or give proper attention to a reading program? 

A minister is only human. He gets tired and worn out just 
like the rest of us. But he’s more likely to “run his battery all 
the way down” because of the long hours we require from him. 

He needs time to “‘regenerate’’ himself—time to rest his 
tired body and unwind his busy mind—time to partake in 

















private devotions. This means time for self-improving study 
—time for a quiet moment of conversation with his wife— 
time to romp with his hop-scotch girl and his kite-flying boy. 

All of these refresh him physically, mentally and spiritually. 
And remember, the better man he is, the better minister he 
can be. 

Your minister didn’t dedicate his life to your church because 
it was going to be an easy job. But to do what he must as well 
as a man can do, he needs help from you, as a lay leader or 
member of his congregation. 


And what can you do? 

You can willingly take an active part in fund raising drives, 
visitation and evangelism, recruiting church school teachers and 
other acts of stewardship. The time you give can be of enormous 
assistance to your minister in performing his functions as an 
administrator and organizer. It’s up to you to see that there is a 
balance between the time you ask of him and the help you 
give to him.

I was surprised to see how many 
Bibles have been printed by Roman 
Catholic firms. I do not know how 
| Matthew Carey (1790-1839)  ulti- 
mately published over sixty editions 
of the King James Version and still 
remained in good standing with the 
Catholic Church. 

I did not know it once was illegal 
to print the King James Bible in Can- 
ada, and even illegal to import into 
Canada books that were declared 

| illegal in Great Britain. In fact, no 

| edition of the Authorized Version was 

| printed legally in Canada until the 
emergencies of World War II brought 
forth an edition in 1944. 

| The great New England divine, Cot- 


| ton Mather, prepared through the 
| years an annotated edition of the 
Bible called Biblia Americana, but 


| was unable to find a publisher for it. 
I wonder where this manuscript is; it 
certainly would be worth studying. 

Copies of a Bible printed at Hart- 
ford in 1809 were purchased at sixty 
cents each for distribution by nine 
newly-formed Bible societies, whose 
names are carefully listed.

I have never been a collector of old 
Bibles. I much prefer old books about 
the Bible, because old Bibles have 
practically the same text. But I am 
surely going to look for The Illumi- 
nated Bible, published in 1843 by 
Harpers. It is said to contain sixteen 
hundred historical engravings by J. A. 
Adams. I would also like to add to my 
collection a Bible published about 
1870 whose subtitle reads, “a pictorial 
history of the books of the Bible... 
the improved pictorial dictionary of 
the Bible, by Alfred Nevin, and the 
Illustrated Christian Denominations 
of the World, Their Doctrines, Gov- 
ernment, and History, by Clement M. 
Butler.” Who Clement Butler was, we 
are not told, so there is still ample 
opportunity for further research re- 
| garding subjects so well bibliographed 
here. 

I came upon some very odd items, 
such as the Woman’s Bible, published 
in two volumes, 1895-1898. Prepared 
by a revising committee of women, the 
Bible included only those portions di- 
| rectly referring to women, and those 


in which women are made prominent 
by their exclusion. There is also an 
edition of the Bible for Masons, sub- 
titled, “The Great Light in Masonry.” 


+ ONE edition of the Bible appeared 
only in a single volume. This was the 
“Exhibition Bible,” published by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South in 
1893 for exhibition at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago in 
1893: 

“Tt is printed in letters of pure gold 
on sheets of sheepskin, each page hav- 
ing a border about three inches wide 
illuminated in color. The materials 
used in its manufacture cost $1700 and 
the work took many months. The text 
is set in 12-point Modern Roman in 
parallel columns, double leaded. The 
borders were printed first, then the 
gold leaf laid on the plate and pressed 
into the vellum by a revolution of the 
press cylinder. Although it was first 
planned to print fine pulpit Bibles 
from this type, there seem to have 
been no such editions published. The 
above copy is on permanent exhibi- 
tion at the Methodist Publishing

Once a year, for many years, 3,000 of Spurgeon’s members came for- 
ward in a church service, and, in a most solemn pledge, took his hand, 
promising they would take Christ to the lost. 

The result was that Spurgeon never stood up to preach without looking 
into the faces of people to whom his own members had witnessed and in 
many cases won. Like Peter’s sermon at Pentecost, the preacher's sermons 
were the climax of the witnessing to Christ that had preceded.

Another odd one is the New Testa- 
ment published in New York in 1937 
by Johannes Greber, Catholic priest 
of Germany. 

Nobody knows how many Bibles 
have been printed in the English- 
speaking world. For one thing, private 
publishing houses do not generally 
release figures indicating the number 
of Bibles they issue every year. But 
as far back as 1822, Bibles printed by 
the Phinney Brothers went to 138 
editions, totaling 154,000 copies. 

The immediate sale of the Compre- 
hensive Commentary in 1834 was over 
20,000 copies. Steen in the 1830's 
published 11,000 royal octavo Bibles 
of 1500 pages each, and 1000 pocket 
Testaments. We read of Nave’s Topical 
Bible that the first five editions totaled 
36,000 copies. The New Testament 
published by the American Bible So- 
ciety in 1923 was an edition of 250,000 
copies. Fifty thousand copies of Ox- 
ford’s The Bible for Today, edited by 
John Stirling, were sold within two 
years. 
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On rare occasions I think the editor 
has been a little unfair. The heretical 
factors of Bibles of liberal thinkers 
are seldom pointed out, but the Pil- 
grim Bible published by Oxford Uni- 
versity Press and edited by my friend, 
Dr. E. Schuyler English, is said to 
have a “somewhat dispensational 
slant.” This may be true, but if this 
is to be said about the Pilgrim Bible, 
some other things might have been 
said of the other Bibles. 

I was surprised to find Miss Hills, 
the librarian of the American Bible 
Society, state that the Revised Stand- 
ard Version “has received constantly 
increasing acceptance as the best 
English Bible for general Protestant 
use.” If this were the quotation from 
a review, it would be one thing, but 
here it is the verdict of the Amcrican 
Bible Society. 

A long note about the Jefferson 
Bible says it deliberately omitted the 
resurrection of Christ from the four 
Gospels. This would clearly indicate 
that Thomas Jefferson, though he 
called himself a Christian, did not be- 
lieve in the resurrection of Christ. 

Since many Bibles carry commen- 
taries, I was surprised to find no re- | 
ference to the popular series of Notes | 
Explanatory and Practical by Albert 
Barnes (1832, 1853), which reached a 


total circulation of over a million 
copies. Also included should have 
been The International Illustrated 


Commentary on the New Testament, 
edited by Philip Schaff, Scribner’s | 
(1883-1890). It is filled with rich 
scholarship by some of the best bibli- 
cal scholars of that time. 

In my opinion, this bibliography by 
Miss Hills is the greatest work in its | 
area since Barrow’s Bibliography of | 
Bibliographies in Religion. Public | 
and university libraries, professors, 
clergymen, book collectors, book- 
sellers and many others will be order- 
ing this volume within the next few 
months. The price is $13.50. 


A New Primer on Prophecy 


With all the hundreds of books we 
have on prophecy, there never has yet 
been published a volume even at- 
tempting to outline and classify all the 
prophecies of the Old and New Testa- 
ments—fulfilled, fulfilling and yet to 
be fulfilled. In fact, introductions to 
prophecies of the Bible are very scarce 
today because the real study of bibli- 
cal prophecy is so seldom carried on 
seriously.

Mrs. Raud is the widow of G. P. Raud,

While this volume does not, by any 
means, cover all the subjects in the 
vast field o* biblical prediction, the 
outlines of some of the subjects she 
presents are quite comprehensive, 
such as the ones on “The Prophets 
and their Messages,” “The Offices of 
Christ,” and “The Jewish Nation in 
Prophecy.” Some of the chapters are 
on subjects rarely found in books of 
this type, as for example, “The Holy 
Spirit in Prophecy,” and “The Train- 
ing of Eternal Rulers” based upon 
Matthew 19: 27-28. I think personally 
the chapter, “The Blood of Christ in 
Prophecy” could have been more 
accurately entitled “The Blood of 
Christ in Typology.” The final chapter 
on “Twenty Reasons Why We Should 
Study Prophecy” is not as rich as it 
might have been, for many of the so- 
called “reasons” are only statements 
|of the subjects of prophecy. In her 
references to prophecies of Christ as a 
Priest, the author strangely has 
| omitted the most important of all 
passages on this subject, I Samuel 
2: 90. 

In her discussion of prophetic signs, 
I do not think it is true to say “within 
the past one hundred years, and es- 
pecially within the last fifty years, the 
blessed hope of the Lord’s coming for 
the Church has risen in importance in 
prophetic teaching.” My own feeling is 
that down to about 1920, this would be 
true, but one hears very little today— 
even in evangelical churches—of the 
second coming of our Lord. 

On prophecies regarding the Arabs, 
there should be added to Psalm 83:3-8 
the remarkable words of Ezekiel 
35:1-9. As far as I can discover, not 
one biblical scholar or student of 
prophecy of modern times is men- 
tioned in this entire volume. Yet she 
gives the statements of three non- 
Christians — George Bernard Shaw, 
Karl Marx and Rabbi Hirsch Kai- 
lischer. Two of these are bitter ene- 
mies of the Christian faith. 

All these are secondary matters, 
and I would like to warmly commend 
this volume. 


Bible Society Report 

The British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety’s report for 1960 has appeared 
under the title Uncommon Clay. Dur- 
ing 1960 they circulated 1,640,000 
Bibles, 910,000 Testaments and 6,745,- 
000 portions of Scripture. Over the 
years they have translated the Old 
and New Testaments into 192 lan- 
| guages, the New Testament into 224 
languages and individual books of the 
' Bible into 442 languages. 
' In 1960, 771 men and women under 


the auspices of this society devoted 
the larger part of their working year 
to the translation or revision of the 
Scriptures. These people represented 
ninety-nine different sections of the 
Christian Church and Mission (East 
and West). They came from forty- 
four different nations. In 1960 they 
worked on eighty-two new languages, 
fifty-one additional books, forty-two 
New Testaments, fifty-five Bibles, 
thirty-seven Bible revisions and sixty- 
one New Testament revisions. 

In these annual reports we always 
have some of their comments upon the 
moral and spiritual conditions of na- 
tions in which they are working. Their 
report on France is especially sober- 
ing: 

“Alcoholism and moral decay, the 
increase of juvenile delinquency, all 
of these things have drawn the atten- 
tion of the French authorities, who 
are trying to find the proper steps to 
be taken in order to redress a situa- 
tion which is getting worse year after 
year. The recent measures taken by 
the ministerial authorities, in spite of 
their unpopularity, have shown a sin- 
cere wish for a moral recovery. Un- 
fortunately, the traditional undenom- 
inational position of France does not 
allow us to advance the true answer 
to this crisis of morality which is a 
return to faith in Almighty God and 
in the Saviour He sent.” 

Here are further statistics. Those 
working in the Judean highlands, 
Samaria, and the mountainous area 
of ancient Moab circulated 32,000 
copies of the Scriptures, an increase 
of nearly 6,000 over the previous year. 
India, with a population of 400,000,000 
—twice that of the entire continent of 
Africa—experienced a remarkable 35 
per cent increase over the previous 
year. They received over two million 
copies, highest since the society began 
work in India 150 years ago. Seven 
colporteurs, working systematically 
through Greece, were able to cir- 
culate 55,000 copies of the Scriptures. 

Surely the founding of this society 
back in the time when Napoleon was 
threatening the peace of the world 
was one of the most significant events 
in Christendom.

SPECIAL REVELATION AND THE WORD OF GOD, by Bernard Ramm 


(Eerdmans, Grand Rapids, 220 pages, $4.00) 


Ts volume faces the contemporary 
problem of Revelation. It gives a 
forthright presentation of the scrip- 


| tural answer to sub-biblical formula- 
| tions. 


Ramm effectively exposes the fal- 
lacy of “the disjunction presented so 
frequently in modern theology be- 
tween revelation as either ‘informa- 


| tion’ or ‘encounter’... 


“The historic version of revelation 
is frequently misrepresented as if it 
were merely a revelation of informa- 
tion. Such a view is not difficult to run 
through with a sword. But on the 
other hand to represent revelation as 
only encounter or as only event is also 
defective. A professed knowledge of 
God which is not rooted in historical 
event at the critical junctures is but 


| powerless abstraction; and historical 


events without a powerful interpret- 
ing Word of God are opaque occur- 
rences. The structure of special rev- 
elation calls for a hard event and a 
hard word of interpretation.” 

The argument of this book is bal- 
anced and closely knit. Ramm divides 
his study into three parts—the idea 
of special revelation; the modalities 
or instruments of special revelation; 
and the products of special revelation. 

This is a work that no serious stu- 
dent of Scriptures and Christian the- 
ology can afford not to read. It will 
clarify the issues behind present de- 
bates on the subject of revelation. It 
will give the evangelical a greater 
confidence in the Bible as the Word 
of God and it should also challenge the 
liberal to re-examine his ideas.—

HIS devotional study of Peter’s sec- 

ond epistle follows the author’s 
equally helpful study of I Peter, en- 
titled Living Peacefully. 

It is likely the apostle Peter never 
forgot his denial of the Lord. Surely 
this sad experience greatly influenced 
the particular type of ministry which 
he was called to pursue. 

In his second epistle Peter espe- 
cially warns of the dangers of apos- 
tasy which evidently had already 
begun to creep into the church even 


in his day. His constant plea to the 
Christian is to live faithfully! He ad- 
monishes the church to be aware of 
Satan’s consistent efforts to set a trap 
for the downfall of every child of God. 

This is a very readable study. Time 
has not outmoded the pertinent truths 
which are used so effectively to chal- 
lenge the Christian and convict those 
who have not “obtained like precious 
faith.”

OLOGY, by Edmund P. Clowney 
(Eerdmans, Grand Rapids, 124 | 
pages, $2.50) | 
“Nothing is so essential for the 

preacher as that he should grasp, and | 

be grasped by the truth.” Thus writes | 

Dr. Clowney in this provocative and | 

stimulating book. Says Clowney: 

“Gaining a deeper insight into the | 
meaning and the structure of God’s | 
revealed Word equips the man of God | 
anew for every good work. In all the 
wealth of fresh approaches to preach- 
ing there is none which has the sig- | 
nificance or usefulness of that devel- 
opment in biblical studies which is 
generally called biblical theology.” 

Biblical theology is the history of | 
God’s redemption as given in the 
Bible. If the preacher is to be accurate 
and complete in his teaching of this, 
he must see each text in the light of 
its immediate theological horizon. He | 
must also consider it in the light of its | 
relation to the whole of revelation and 
its significance for us.

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» Two very good samplers hit our 
desk recently. One of them is a 10th 
anniversary package released by 
Word Records, Waco, Tex., and enti- 
tled A DECADE OF DEDICATION 
(W-3155). 

This album gives us a rather com- 
view of Word records. On the 
cover is an attractive color shot of 
their main building in Waco, and in- 
side is a 3344 rpm disc with twenty- 
two selections. This is one of the 
finest, most varied samplers I’ve 
heard. It is an excellent panorama of 
styles and expression. 

You'll hear Ralph Carmichael, Paul 
Michelson, the Dick Anthony Choris- 
ters, Frank Boggs, Ronnie Avalone, 
Bill Carle, Kurt Kaiser, Charles Mag- 
nuson, the Melody Four quartet, J. T. 
Adams, the White Sisters, Haven of 
Rest quartet, Fague Springman and 
others. 

I have always been convinced that 
samplers are a good buy, because of 
their price cuts and wide variety. In 
order to include the work of twenty 
artists, the company has edited some 
of the master tapes to make them a bit 
more terse. The selections are taken 
from previous releases these artists 
have made. I recommend this as one 
of the albums of the month.

» Here’s yet another sampler that 
has come our way: FESTIVAL OF 
RCA VICTOR ARTISTS, VOL. I... 
RELIGIOUS CONCERTS ' (RCA- 
LPM-2329). 

Regular readers of this column most 
likely will be somewhat selective as 
to what they prefer in this album. 
Some of the artists, although very fine 
performers, are among the big names 
in show business or pop music. As far 
as my own tastes are concerned, how- 
ever, 1 feel this album is well worth 
having. I like its variety and its fine 
technical reproduction—the latter a 
characteristic of RCA recordings. 

Among the evangelical artists are 
George Beverly Shea, Jerome Hines, 
the Laymen Singers, Billy Graham 
Crusade Chorus, Ed Lyman, Tedd 
Smith and others whom most of you 
who follow gospel music very closely 
will recognize.

If album cover designs are sup- 
posed to get you to play the record 
inside, this one before me certainly 
did the trick. It has a solid black cover 
with two thin white lines running 
from all corners and converging at the 
bottom on an ultra-modern design of 
a man. 

The title is BUGLERS HOLIDAY. 
I immediately thought of the fine sec- 
ular number for band and trumpet 
trio by composer LeRoy Anderson, 
and to my surprise, that was exactly 
what it happened to be. I have never 
heard a better recording of the com- 
position. 

The remainder of the album, with 
the exception of a March and Proces- 
sional, is gospel music. The album has 
been released by Christian Dynamics 
Co., Box 262, Mound, Minn. (6151-M). 

The trumpet trio is accompanied by 
Donald Bisdorf, with a couple of their 
numbers backed by the concert band 
of Northwestern Schools. The trio 
plays well throughout, but none of 
their work seems to approach the 
over-all sound and treatment of side 
one, track one—their title composi- 
tion. The music is live, lilting and well 
done. Despite a slight pitch and tone 
production problem in the woodwind 
section, the Northwestern Schools 
band sounds good. 

The only sad note to the entire pro- 
duction is that the album is in memo- 
riam to Chuck Morrow, second 
trumpet player, who went to be with 
the Lord at the beginning of the year. 

The band plays a very listenable 
setting of Shepherd of the Stars by 
John Peterson. The Assurance March 
is well articulated and quite stirring. 
I believe this album has an audio and 
video distinction about it which sets 
it above the ordinary. 


In the six years I’ve been writing 
this column, I’ve barely scratched the 
surface of available recordings on 
sale. It has been a rather difficult job 
of selecting the records to review. I 
would suggest you visit the nearest 
retail Bible book shop or record store 
to get the complete picture of Chris- 
tian records now available on the 
market. That’s it until next month.

I let my right hand repre- 
sent the inquirer, my left hand repre- 
sent Christ and my Bible represent 
| the inquirer’s sin. 
“I first lay the Bible on my right 
hand and say, ‘Now where is your sin?’ 
“The inquirer replies, of course, ‘On

| “I then repeat the last half of the 
| verse, ‘The Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all,’ and transfer the 
Bible from my right hand to my left, 
and ask, ‘Where is your sin now?’ 

“The inquirer replies, ‘On Him, of 
course.’ 

“I then ask, ‘Is it on you any longer?’ 
and he says, ‘No, on Christ.’ Very 
many people have been led out into 
light and joy by this simple illustra- 
tion.” 


+ Dr. Torrey had the gift of getting 
others to do personal work—espe- 
cially in his pastorates. “The fourth 
church, of which I am now pastor,” he 
once said, “is a metropolitan church 
in the heart of a great city, with a 


membership, when I took it, of eight 
hundred. Each one of these four 
churches was as different as churches 
could be. I started out in each by 
going to work to train my people to be 
intelligent soul winners, so that if a 
revival ever should come, I would 
have people ready to lead others in- 
telligently to an acceptance of Christ. 

Torrey’s power in soul winning was 
in large part due to his deep and con- 
stant life of prayer. “Those who knew 
Dr. Torrey more intimately,” said 
Will Houghton at Torrey’s funeral, 
“knew him as a man of regular and 
uninterrupted prayer. He knew what 
it meant to pray without ceasing. 
With hours set systematically apart 
for prayer, he gave himself diligently 
to this ministry.” 

Dr. Torrey believed in thorough 
dealing with inquirers. He wished the 
inquirer to be saved and know it, and 
know why. At a meeting one time in 
the old Moody Church when Dr. Tor- 
rey preached, the only person answer- 
ing the invitation was a little boy 
about eight years old. Dr. Torrey 
lifted him up on the platform and 
dealt with him kindly but firmly so 
the whole audience could observe and 
hear. His clear explanations and 
searching questions brought the little 
lad into such assurance of salvation 
that he gave his testimony before the 
whole congregation before the meet- 
ing was dismissed. 

Reuben Archer Torrey excelled in 
every form of Christian service he 
undertook. He could be satisfied with 
nothing less. Believing that those 
without Christ were doomed to end- 
less darkness and eternal punishment, 
he gave himself unstintedly to use 
every means at his disposal to bring 
them into the full experience of per- 
sonal salvation. Enp

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Christ 
Is Real

AVE you ever watched a good chalk 
artist at work? First he sketches in 


| the soft, gentle background, then the 


breath-taking beauty of contrasting 
color. Suddenly he throws a wild, reck- 
less streak of black across the picture 
Gradually, under the power of a deft 
and sure hand he blends in other ele- 
ments of color and composition until at 
last the picture is completed. 

Then the lights capture the scene. A 
black light brings out the hidden details 
a rainbow of colors sweep over it, until! 
under the spell of the artistry you ar 
moved to exclaim, “Look! That figure 
there! It moved!” 

Oh, no, it didn’t! Turn the lights on 
again. Go up to the picture and look 
closely. Rub your fingers on the board 
Smudge it with the chalk. Those figures 
are not alive. What you thought was 
movement was only an illusion. 

In just the same way, there are mul- 
titudes of people who have only a re- 
ligion of illusion. Under the soft lights 
and the gentle music of religious cere- 
mony, it appears to be alive. But in the 
cold light of day or in the grasp of 
sorrow it fades like the mist under a 
summer sun. 

And yet Jesus Christ in any light or 
circumstance is a living Person. He is 
real. He is the same tender-hearted, com- 
passionate Saviour who died on the 
cross for our sins and rose from the 
dead, and who wants to live in your 
heart and home. He is deity, very God 
of very God, very Man of very Man, con- 
ceived of the Holy Ghost and born of the 
virgin Mary. In Him dwells all the ful- 
ness of the Godhead bodily. And yet you 
can know Him as surely as you know 
your mother, dad, sister, brother, friend, 
relative or the man next door. The real- 
ity of Jesus Christ is altogether wonder- 
ful. 


+ Wuat is it that makes Him real? Well, 
to begin with the obvious, like any real, 
human person, He has a body. 

When Christ came into this world He 
said, “A body hast thou prepared me.” 
That body died on the cross and rose 
again, and demonstrated that it was a 
risen body by being handled of men, 
seen of men, partaking of food, possessing 
a voice to speak. Jesus Christ still lives 
in that body, that same resurrected body. 
With that body He will come again and 
“every eye shall behold him.” 
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Now actually the body of our Lord 
Jesus is only a small part of the Bible 


teaching concerning Him, but it is a) 
very significant part in making for real-| 
ity. as Thomas found when he was chal- 


lenged with the words, “Reach hither 
thy hand ... and believe.” 


+ But what makes for reality in a per- 
son? Is it not his spirit? His personality? 
A mere body without a personality would 
be a blank indeed. Jesus has a body— 
one that was prepared for Him—but He 
is more; He is a spirit. 

The New Testament speaks often of 
the Spirit of Christ, the Holy Spirit of 
God. He it is who reveals the person of 
the Lord Jesus in that wonderful, silent, 
but undeniable manner of convincing the 
heart, glorifying the Lord Jesus through 
the Word and making us see Him.

+ THE reality of a person is also dis- 
covered in his actions. It is what a per- | 
son does that makes him real. The reality 
of George Washington, Abraham Lin- 
coln and other famous characters of his- | 
tory is established not only on dates but 
on deeds. We read that “he did this” or 
“he did that.” By what he did we know 
that he was a real person. 

So we know by what Jesus did that 
He lived, that He was real. More than 
that, we know by what He does now that 
He lives. The Book of the Acts of the 
Apostles in the New Testament is actu- 
ally a record of the continuing acts of 
Jesus. Luke begins that book by recall- 
ing what he had said in his Gospel, of 
what Jesus began to do and teach; in 
the Acts of the Apostles, Luke sets | 
forth the record of what Jesus continued | 
to do through His Holy Spirit in the 
lives of the apostles. 











+ And then the reality of a person is 
found in fellowship. Advertising agents | 
and manufacturers of various products | 
have with their wares also “manufac- 
tured” so-called persons, bearing make- 
believe names that have become familiar 
to the public.

Now the final proof of the reality of 
Jesus Christ is that we have fellowship 
with Him. “Our fellowship,” wrote John, 
“is with the Father and with his Son, 
Jesus Christ.” 

This very day thousands of people 
would be delighted to testify that they 
walk and talk with Jesus. And I have 
zood news for you. You may know Him, 
too.

Bantu Break-Through 
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I HAVE recently 
returned from a 
visit to the British 
Isles and am once 
again reminded of 
what we owe our 
forebearers. Now, 
no one can accuse 
me of being a 
royalist — not even 


an Anglophile — but we must be 
| thankful for our Anglo-Saxon heri- 
| tage in law, in culture and especially 


in things spiritual. 

Of course, we have not always 
realized or used our inheritance. This 
is particularly true in our hymnody 
and congregational singing. The typi- 
cal service in Britain—in an Anglican, 
Presbyterian, Baptist, Methodist or 
Brethren fellowship—includes four or 
five hymns. Evangelicals sing gospel 
songs at appropriate times, but their 
principal hymnic diet is a great quan- 
tity of standard historic hymns, cov- 
ering every area of Christian doc- 
trine and experience. 

There is no comparable experience 
to “omitting the third stanza” in the 
British church; the hymn text is un- 
derstood to be a whole, and even 
seven or eight stanzas are not too 
many! 

But most important, the worshiper 
seems to understand that it is his 
privilege, his duty, his joy to sing, 
and that lustily! In the nonconform- 
ist churches choirs are rare. In the 
larger Anglican churches they do 
exist, but their larger responsibility 
is to lead the congregation in the 
songs, the canticles and the responses. 

AT ANY RATE, the overseas wor- 
shiper is no spectator. When the 
Moody Chorale was in Scotland in 
1954, we were kindly reminded that 


| our audiences would be quite unhappy 


if we asked them simply to listen to 
an evening of fine music. They ex- 


| pected to sing themselves at least 


once. Last month in St. George’s 
Tron Church (Presbyterian) in Glas- 
gow, as the kirk choir was singing a 
less familiar setting of Psalm 23, I 
was amused and delighted to see that 
many of the congregation insisted on 
joining in. 

The contrast of this picture with 
hymn singing here at home should be 
obvious. Few churches sing more than 
two hymns on Sunday morning; some 


are satisfied with one. The average 
church owns a hymnbook with 400 to 
500 hymns or more, and sings less 
than one-fifth of them. And how many 
of our people sing well—with spirit 
and understanding, and with a fair 
amount of voice! How many don’t 
sing at all! 


ARE THERE any remedies? I think so. 
Obviously, they begin with an under- 
standing of the importance of par- 
ticipation by every believer in the 
service of worship or evangelism— 
participation with the mind, with the 
heart and with the voice. The minis- 
ter must know and choose a wide 
range of hymnody, not only that 
which complements his sermon topics, 
but those which meet the total need 
of the heart in worship, testimony, 
teaching and admonition. 

I think we Americans can even be 
taught to sing. Children and youth 
choirs should spend most of their re- 
hearsal time learning as many hymn 
texts and tunes as possible. The adult 
choir should know that their first re- 
sponsibility is not to sing the anthem, 
but to lead the congregation in song. 
Organists should be taught the tech- 
niques which encourage the amateur 
to sing and which make a hymn text 
come alive. 

One small technical point: our 
British friends know the joy of sing- 
ing a great hymn to many different 
tunes. Actually, some of our standard 
choices of melody are rather anemic. 
Our singing would take on fresh verve 
if we too wedded “Love Divine” to the 
tune Blaenwern, “When I Survey” to 
Rockingham, or “I Will Sing the Won- 
drous Story” to Hyfrydol. 


WE MAKE no apology that this 
month our column is non-commer- 
cial. We are recommending only that 
you seek to improve your church’s 
congregational singing. If you need a 
new hymnal, get the best one avail- 
able. But above all, learn to appre- 
ciate and use the treasures that you 
already own. 

Church history tells us that revival! 
has often come on the wings of great 
congregational singing. Ambrose ol 
Milan, Martin Luther and John Wes- 
ley used hymns to teach the Chris- 
tian faith. We too should share thei: 
spiritual power. 
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AN INTERVIEW 


with Harold B. Street 
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where 
are we 
in the 
WAR OF

Eight years ago this month a new world-wide 
coordinated program of missionary literature 
development began with the organization of 
ELO, Evangelical Literature Overseas. In this 
interview, the executive secretary reports. 





Q. Why are we hearing so much these days about 
literature as an aid to missions? 

A. Several reasons, I think. First, of course, is the 
fact that population is outstripping missionary out- 
reach at an alarming pace. Actually the world is 
growing non-Christian at the rate of 50 million a year. 
Literature is one important way of keeping up. It’s 
also a way of carrying on the work in countries where 
nationalism and communist-inspired unrest cuts back 
conventional missionary work. 


Q. The communists are in this race with their lit- 
erature, are they not? 

A. They’re way ahead of us. Together with the 
cults they are turning out more literature and higher 
quality literature than evangelicals. In India for 
example, reports indicate that 70 per cent of all 
literature comes from Communist presses. A cer- 
tain Argentina shopkeeper we know of subscribes to 
three religious magazines, but the one he shows most 
proudly is the one produced by a cult because it is 
more attractive and has material slanted carefully 
for him. 


Q. It’s true, is it not, that all over the world there 
is a new and very keen interest in the printed page? 
A. Very definitely. Although there are still many 
countries which are only 50 per cent literate, there is

usually someone even in the isolated 
compounds who can read a piece of 
literature to the crowds who stand 
around to listen. A tract in the hands 
of such a person—or a piece of Com- 
munist literature—may be read or 
heard by as many as sixty. people. 


Q. What kind of gains have been 
made in literature during the last ten 
years? 

A. We’ve moved ahead on a number 
of fronts. For one thing, we’ve made 
surveys so we know where we stand— 
what we have in a given language and 
what we need. We have an effective 
basis for cooperative effort in twenty- 
six evangelical literature fellowships 
world. There are 


languages, Bible correspondence 
courses which have enrolled a million 
students in the last decade and an en- 
couraging increase in the number of 
items of literature available. In Japan, 
for example, the number has increased 
by 500 per cent. Still another impor- 
tant indication of progress in my opin- 
ion is the number of nationals who are 
creative writing and taking 
places of leadership in other phases of 
literature work. We’re seeing gains 
along these lines in Hongkong, For- 


| mosa, the Philippines, Congo, Spain 
and Latin America. 


Q. What is the immediate aim of the 
literature program? 

A. Of course our first goal is to 
make more literature available in a 
given country and then to see that this 
literature reaches the people. Usually 
this means coordinating the planning 
and efforts of the various groups 


| which are already engaged in litera- 


ture work and then interesting others. 
the major 
advance comes when nationals begin 


| to do the writing and are able to take 
| over the responsibility for producing 


and distributing literature. 


Q. Is this happening in very many 
countries? 
A. Yes, several. I would say in India, 


the Congo, the Union of South Africa, 
| Brazil 


and Argentina, especially. 
Many people, for example, are sur- 
prised to know that there is a tract

club of nationals in the Congo which 
is still carrying on its work. 


Q. How important is it that litera- 
ture for a given country be written by 
its own nationals? Why isn’t it feasi- 
ble to translate outstanding pieces 
into different languages? 

A. Translated pieces seldom have 
the appeal of literature produced by 
nationals. Every country has its own 
culture and every language has its 
own peculiar idioms. Some pieces can 
be adapted to another language and 
culture, but by and large any writer 
will tell you that to be most effective 
a piece of literature must be written 
especially for those to whom it is di- 
rected. Of course in many countries 
we are obliged to use translated ma- 
terials for a time, but the appeal oi 
materials written by nationals is such 
that we are doing everything we can 
to encourage their writing. 


Q. What is being done to train na- 
tionals? 

A. One of the most profitable things 
we have done is to set up technical 
workshops. In one recent eight-month 
period we conducted seventeen such 
workshops in nineteen countries at- 
tended by 488 people. Of these more 
than 80 per cent were nationals. Some 
traveled from 400 to 1,000 miles to 
these workshops. Besides _ editors, 
writers, artists, printers, bookshop 
workers and the like, those attending 
included pastors, evangelists, students, 
teachers, office workers, and business- 
men. We even enrolled a nuclear 
physicist and a jailor. 


Q. What are ELO’s goals for the 
coming year? 

A. First, we are hoping to hold more 
workshops—at least twenty of them. 
We think this is one of the best ways 
of interesting nationals in writing and 
producing their own gospel literature. 
Such workshops conducted by experts 
in the field can give a great deal of 
know-how in just two or three weeks. 

Second, we will be sending out spe- 
cialists to assist nationals and mission- 
aries with their literature problems. 
The Conservative Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society has released one ot 
its most capable missionaries for this 


kind of ministry in West Africa. 
Another literature missionary has 
Moody Monthly 
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been released by the Bible Missionary | 


and Medical Fellowship for the same 
kind of work in India and Southeast 
Asia. 

Of course, these are merely high- 
lights in our program. We will con- 
tinue to offer help, encouragement 
and financial assistance on worthwhile 
projects as in the past. 


(). What is the idea behind World 
Literature Sunday observed October 8? 

A. The purpose is to focus attention 
on literature needs overseas and to 
encourage the Christian church to 
pray specifically for these needs. To 
help in the observance, Evangelical 
Literature Overseas (P.O. Box 275, 
Wheaton, Ill.) has prepared materials 
for participating churches. These are 
available on request. 


Q. What would you say is the great- 
est need today in the literature field 
—money, people or prayer? 

A. We need all three, but probably 
prayer first, then people and money. 
The very best techniques in writing, 
production and distribution are still 
inadequate apart from the under- 
girding of prayer. The need for litera- 
ture workers is increasing every year. 
In 1959 evangelical mission boards 
working out of North America were 
seeking 212 literature missionaries. In 
1960 the number increased to 374. For

1961 the figure is 490 and we suspect 
that in 1962 it will be at least 600. As 
for finances, when you compare what 
all evangelicals in the world are do- 
ing, with the 3.8 billion dollars that 
Communists spend annually for their 
literature program, we are doing very 
little. 


Q. Is there any hope that we can 
catch up with our increasing litera- 
ture needs during the next decade? 

A. That’s hard to say. With world 
population increasing at the rate of 
54 million annually and literacy in- 
creasing even more rapidly, evangeli- 
cal mission societies must expand their 
literature ministries tremendously if 
we are to catch up. This calls for 
greatly increased literature personnel, 
larger appropriations and a new con- 
cern for this task on the part of Chris- 
tians. Above all, I think the Church 
here and abroad must recognize that 
the task is too big for us, and we must 
look in a new way to our unfailing 
Lord to make our efforts effective.

Keep in Mind 

Let us keep in mind the fact that 
the churches to whom the apostle 
Paul wrote were groups of believers 
who, for the most part, had recently 
come out of idolatry. Now idolatry 
involved not only the worship of 
idols, but codes of behavior and 
standards of ethics which were utterly 
| repugnant to the Christian faith. 
These believers must be brought to 
see how incompatible their former 
way of life was with their new rela- 
tion to God in Christ, and to recog- 
nize the excellency of the Christian 
virtues which they had formerly re- 
garded as effeminate and unworthy. 
This was no easy task, but the apostle 
presents the new ethic without apol- 
ogy, showing how completely it con- 
forms to the life in Christ. Today the 
Christian ethic is being widely ques- 
tioned, mostly because it has been so 
little displayed in actual life. It needs 
more preaching and more living. 

The apostle Paul does not mind 
mixing his metaphors, so long as the 
point is clear. Medical terms, athletic 
terms, terms of the wardrobe—all are 
commandeered to express Christian 
truth. Our lesson portion is a good 
example of this characteristic of the 
Pauline language. 








Consider These Points 

1. Discard the old wardrobe (vv. 
5-9). It may be true that the clothes 
do not make the man, but they usually 
reflect him. So the “old man,” the 
unregenerate man, wore clothes that 
suited him, and now the “new man,” 
the regenerate man, must wear clothes 
that suit him. The clothes in this case 
are conduct, practices, attitudes. The 
clothes that well fitted the old man 
are listed in verses 5 and 8. Read them 
over, and then ponder the fact that 
these actually constituted your old 
wardrobe. Perhaps there are some of 
these items which you never wore

publicly, but secretly and mentally 
you put them on sometimes, and they 
hung there just waiting the occasion. 
But now that whole wardrobe must 
be discarded—not just part of it, or 
most of it, but all of it. Not a single 
item fits the “new man,” so you must 
make a clean sweep of it. Let the rag 
collector, death, have it all. 

2. Build a new wardrobe (vv. 
10-14). You are not left without a 
wardrobe. The “new man,” who is 
already clothed with the “spotless 
robe of Christ’s own weaving,” must 
be dressed, as to his conduct, in a 
manner worthy of his new dignity. 
Verses 12-14 describe the new outfit. 
Now no mothballs for any of this out- 
fit, please! This is not only Sunday 
attire, but everyday dress, and the 
more it is worn the fresher and more 
beautiful it becomes. Admittedly some 
of these garments will not be greatly 
admired by the worid—such as hu- 
mility and meekness, but they will 
be admired by your Lord, of whose 
character they are a reflection. Did 
you notice what gives the last touch 
to a Christian’s dress? It is love (v. 
14). The other items will fit but 
loosely, and may even be torn by the 
wind or blown clean away without 
this. Love binds them all in place, and 
gives the final touch of the well- 
dressed Christian. 

3. How to decide conduct (vv. 
15-17). Here are some criteria of be- 
havior. We must remember that we 
are not lone units, but members of a 
body. Our Lord’s purpose is that peace 
prevail in that body, and His peace 
should call the plays in our dealings 
one with another. How many quarrels 
and splits would be avoided if this 
were so! Then our attempts to teach 
and exhort each other should be of a 
tuneful nature, not a growl. And 
finally, let us test our conduct by this: 
whether it truly represents our Lord, 
is truly done in His name, with grati- 
tude in our hearts for the privilege 
of being His representative on earth, 
as He is ours in heaven!

Keep in Mind 

Various figures are used in the New 
Testament to present the Church of 
the Lord Jesus. 

It is spoken of in terms of a build- 
ing. Christ Himself said, “I will build 
my church” (Matt. 16:18). This build- 
ing is specifically described as “an 
holy temple” and “an habitation of 
God” (Eph. 2:21, 22). 

It is referred to as a bride, or wife. 
The relationship between Christ and 
the Church is declared to be the pro- 
totype and pattern of Christian wed- 
lock (Eph. 5: 22-33). The consumma- 
tion of our salvation is described as 
“the marriage supper of the Lamb” 
(Rev. 19:9), while the Church is the 
Lamb’s wife, who “hath made herself 
ready” (v. 7). 

The Church is a vine, Christ be- 
ing the stock and the members the 
branches (John 15:5). Here the em- 
phasis is on abiding: “Down, closely 


down, as living branch with tree.” 

The figure which occupies our les- 
son is that of the body, a favorite 
descriptive designation, reverted to 
again and again in the New Testa- 
ment, as in Ephesians 1:22, 23; 4:4, 
12, 25; 5:29, 30; Colossians 1:18; 2:19, 
and our lesson portion. 


Consider These Points 

1. The formation of the body 
(I Cor. 12:12, 13). So complete is the 
union of our Lord and His people that 
in verse 12 the designation “Christ” 
embraces both Himself and His peo- 
ple. The members are members of 
Him. As the head is not a separate 
item from the body, operating the 
members by some sort of remote con- 
trol, so Christ is not apart from the 
body, the Church, making it function 
by external forces, but has united us 
to Himself so that He and we together 
should constitute a living entity. This 
has been accomplished by the Holy 
Spirit, in a work here described as a 
baptism. The verb indicates this bap- 
tizing as accomplished, as embracing 
all believers, and not as an experi- 
ence to be sought for, or as the privi- 
lege of a few special saints. 

2. The variety of the body (vv. 
14-20). The apostle Paul goes into 
fine detail here. It is quite evident 


that he intends that we should make 
spiritual application of these facts 
which are so self-evident in the physi- 
cal realm. As the privilege of belong- 
ing is not the portion of one member 
only, but of all members of the body, 
so our belonging to the Church does 
not depend on our being able to func- 
tion in one particular manner. As in 
education, so in the Church there i 
too much tendency to press all the 
saints into one mold, and I do not 
speak of the image of Christ. It is our 
responsibility to recognize the place 
and function which God has given to 
each member, and encourage that 
functien rather than insisting on uni- 
formity of operation. There can be no 
doubt that whole areas of function- 
ing are neglected because of our in- 
ability or unwillingness to recognize 
the several members. We insist that 
all be eyes, until we have none to 
listen for us. 

3. The interdependence of the body 
(vv. 21-26). Self-sufficiency in the 
Church is as disastrous as it would 
be among the members of a human 
body. Have you noticed how quickly 
the hand moves to the defense of the 
eye, or the feet at the command of 
the head? If we could have such 
coordinated movement in the Church, 
the whole Church would be moving 
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forward invincibly. We could also | 
emulate the balance of the parts. To | 
so many of us, importance is meas- 
ured by outward appearance and | 


glamour, when the unseen labors of 
an obscure person actually may be 


contributing far more to the life of the | 


| 


Church. Mutual care should mark all | 
the members, as we remember that | 


suffering and honor alike belong to | 


the whole body, not just to isolated 
members.

Growth in Christian Concern 
Matthew 25:31-46 


MEMORY SELECTION: Bear ye 
one another’s burdens, and so fulfill 
the law of Christ.—Galatians 6:2 


Keep in Mind 
Various interpretations of this 
passage have been offered. 
1. It has been regarded as a de- 
scription of the final, general judg- 
ment, to take place at the end of the 





world. This is in keeping with both | 


amillennial and postmillennial views. 
These two systems of interpretation, 
while greatly differing in many re- 
spects, meet here. 

2. The dispensational view is repre- 
sented by C. I. Scofield, whose note 
on this passage reads: 

“This judgment is to be distin- 
guished from the judgment of the 
great white throne. Here there is no 
resurrection; the persons judged are 
living nations; no books are opened; 
three classes are present, sheep, goats, 
brethren; the time is at the return of 
Christ (v. 31); and the scene is on the 
earth. All these particulars are in con- 
trast with Rev. 20:11-15. The test in 
this judgment is the treatment ac- 
corded by the nations to those whom 
Christ here calls ‘my brethren.’ These 
‘brethren’ are the Jewish remnant 
who will have preached the Gospel 
of the Kingdom to all nations during 
the tribulation.” 


3. A third interpretation, which 
avoids the difficulties of both the 
above, sees the law of prophetic per- 
spective, which is so clear in Old 
Testament prophecies (as in Isa. 61:1, 
2), apply here. The second coming of 
Christ embraces a series of events, 
and our Lord may here be telescop- 
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ing some of these events in order to 
present some great principles of judg- 


_| ment. We do not need to press this 

| scene into an eschatological chro- 
| nology. At any rate, I shall confine 
| myself to those principles which are 


evident in the passage. 


Consider These Points 


1. Facts of His coming. After not- 
ing the fact that Jesus is indeed com- 
ing again, consider further: 

(a) That He is coming as Son of 
man. Jehovah’s Witnesses insist that 
“the man Jesus is dead, forever dead.” 
His humanity, according to them, was 


| only for the duration of His life on 


earth. But here we observe that not 
only is He the Son of man in His 
resurrection, but also at His coming 
again. The very Man who was cruci- 


| fied at Calvary will come the second 


time in glory. 

(b) That He is coming as King. 
“Then shall he sit upon the throne of 
his glory” (v. 31). “Then shall the 
King say unto them” (v. 34). “And 
the King shall answer” (v. 40). He is 
the King of glory now, but He has not 
yet been so revealed. His coming 
again will show Him in that capacity 
—King of kings, and Lord of lords. 

(c) That He is coming as Judge. 
This is a scene of judgment, in which 
the saved and the lost are severally 
judged. Paul reminds Timothy that 
the Lord Jesus Christ “shall judge 
the living and the dead at his appear- 
ing and his kingdom” (II Tim. 4:1), 
even as he had told the Athenians 
that He was the one ordained to judge 
the world in righteousness (Acts 
17:31). 

2. Principles of His Judgment 

(a) Judgment contemplates a great 
separation into two companies, here 
designated the sheep and the goats. 
There are no doubtful cases, or neu- 
tral parties. Men are either saved or 
lost, and there are no _probations. 
Neither are any mistakes made in the 
division. If we were to undertake the 
classification, we certainly would 
have some sheep among the goats and 
some goats among the sheep, but the 
Judge will not err. 

(b) Works play a part in the judg- 
ment. Again and again we are told 
that men are judged according to 
their works, but good works are the 
evidence of that living faith by which 
salvation comes, while evil works (or 
the lack of goodness) are in like 
manner evidence of the absence of 
faith. Since judgment is a_ public 
affair, the evidence must be pre- 
sented. So in our passage the evidence 
is the treatment meted out to our 
Lord’s “brethren” (see Matt. 12:46- 
50) in their time of need. 

(c) Now see how our Lord iden- 


tifies Himself with His people, so that 
whatever is done to them is done to 
Him, and whatever is withheld from 
them is withheld from Him. Whoever 
touches us touches the apple of His 
eye. It will be good for us to remem- 
ber this in our own treatment of our 
fellow Christians. 

(d) Judgment is final. There is a 
place prepared for the Lord’s people, 
and it is an everlasting kingdom. 
There is a place prepared for the devil 
and his angels, and it is everlasting 
fire, shared by those who have shared 
the devil’s rebellion against God and 
His Christ. How irrevocable is verse 
46! These are solemn truths, spoken 
by the lips of the Saviour. 


Apply These Truths 

1. What we fail to do will condemn 
us as much as what we do. 

2. Deeds of kindness to the ob- 
scurest saint may be unseen by men, 
but they are observed and remem- 
bered by the Lord.

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Growth Through Stewardship 
Matthew 25:14-29

Keep in Mind 

1. This parable of the talents is a 
part of the great Olivet discourse, in 
which our Lord presents the pattern 
of things to come, culminating in His 
own return. In Chapter 25 He de- 
scribes His coming in three relation- 
ships. He is the Bridegroom, whose 
arrival tests the vigilance of the vir- 
gins. He is the Lord, whose return 
tests the work of the servants. He is 
the King, whose advent tests the alle- 
giance of the nations. In all three 
cases there is a great separation, in- 
volving commendation and condem- 
nation. 

2. It is inevitable that comparison 
be made between the parable of the 
talents and that of the pounds (Luke 
19). 

(a) In this the servants receive 
varying amounts, while in Luke they 
all receive the same. 

(b) In Luke the servants are given 
the express command, “Occupy till ! 
come.” In Matthew that is taken fo: 
granted. 

(c) In the parable of the pounds 
we are told the purpose of the lord’s 
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Recognize this little fellow? He breaks 
your heart every Sunday, doesn’t he? 
While others appear to be attentive, appear 
to absorb God’s Word, this little fellow 
simply isn’t interested.

departure—“to receive a kingdom.” 
This is omitted in Matthew’s parable. 

(d) In the parable of the talents 
there is no mention of the rebellion 
of the citizens and of their punish- 
ment. 

(e) In Luke the pound was wrapped 
in a napkin, while in Matthew the 
talent was buried in the ground. 

3. There were talents of gold and 
talents of silver in Old Testament 
times, the gold being, of course, much 
more valuable. The New Testament 
talent was probably silver. Its value 
in terms of today would be approxi- 
$6,000, although estimates 
differ. 


Consider These Points 

1. Distribution. The talents were 
not distributed equally. Men are not 
endowed with equal ability. It is a 
mistake, and sometimes a real trag- 
edy, to put a man in a position for 
which he is not capable. The Lord 
does not make that mistake, but com- 
mits responsibility “to every man ac- 
cording to his several ability” (v. 15). 
By the same token He will expect 
from men according to their abilities. 
It is not easy for some men to esti- 
mate their own powers. They either 
overrate themselves and “bite off 
more than they can chew,” or under- 
estimate themselves and shy away 
from responsibility. The Lord has a 
way of committing to His servants 
just the right number of “talents” for 
their ability, and He expects faithful 
handling of them. 

2. Operation. It is significant that 
the men with five and two talents 
went immediately to 


| work, while the one talent man buried 


his talent and apparently loafed. This 
is a true picture. The multi-talent 
man generally has a drive that car- 
ries him on to accomplishment. The 
one-talent man is tempted to be slack 
because the prospects are not so 
bright. Having less to work with, he 


| thinks it is not worthwhile trying. It

need not be so, and ought not to be so, 
and is not always so. But there lies 
the danger. 

3. Commendation. The two-talent 
man received exactly the same com- 
mendation as the five-talent man, 
Both brought in a return of one hun- 
dred percent. It may be asked whether 
the two-talent man would have had a 
similar return if he had been en- 
trusted with five talents. Probably 
not. It would have been too much for 
him to handle and might have issued 
in failure. The Lord knows how much 
we can make a success of and does 
not overload us. So the commendation 
of the parable was not based on the 
actual amount brought in, but on the 
diligence and faithfulness of the 
workers, who wrought up to the full 
extent of their powers. 

4. Retribution. The one-talent man 
told two lies. He said to his lord, “I 
knew thee,” when he did not. He said, 
“IT was afraid,” when actually if he 
had been afraid he would have 
worked his fingernails off to have 
some return for his master. His whole 
speech was simply rationalization to 
cover the plain fact upon which the 
lord put his finger—that he was just 
lazy. It is amazing how we can weave 
a halo of glory for our worst vices, 
and give ourselves a martyr’s crown 
when we deserve only the rod. But 
notice the judgment. This unfaithful, 
lazy servant loses the talent that was 
entrusted to him, while he himself 
goes out into oblivion and endless 
night to spend an unrepentant eter- 
nity in self-pity and bitter recrimina- 
tions. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Work with what you have. Small 
endowment is no excuse for laziness. 

2. The Lord is not reckoning the 
amount of the returns, but the faith- 
fulness of the servants. 

3. We may justify ourselves to 
ourselves, but the Lord the righteous 
Judge will expose us for what we are.

There's nothing boring about prayer meetings 


Believe it or not, they were talking 
seriously about what it meant to live 
by faith and to believe God.

The three of them were on the spot 
before the Lord, but by God’s grace 
they started through the dorm, knock- 
ing on doors and inviting fellows. This 
was faith in action—and through it a 
new witness to university students 
was started. 

Let’s shift for a minute to another 
campus. Two fellows were wrestling 
with a different matter: their personal 
witness. Bob hesitated, “I don’t have 
the ability to meet people,” he con- 
fessed. Howard, on the other hand, 
thought he was too eager and was 
sure he wasn’t getting the message 
across very well. 

They decided to ask God for wis- 
dom, and while they were praying 
together the Lord answered. Why not 
go out together as a team? They had 
a mutual friend who wasn’t a Chris- 
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tian. Howard could provide the enthu- 
siasm and Bob the restraint. 

Together they called on their friend 
and came back rejoicing. They were 
able to help one another. Bob con- 
quered his shyness and Howard 
learned to listen. Their friend was in- 
terested and they were going back to 
see him again the following week. 
Another witness to the Lord Jesus 
Christ was under way in the univer- 
sity. 


+ THESE are just a few examples of 
the witnessing for Jesus Christ which 
is going on on the secular campus 
today. Sure, you’ve heard that when 
the average church-bred high school 
graduate gets to good old State U., 
he’s floored by the atheists and the 
scientists and the over-all loose way 
of living. If he doesn’t fall all the way 
in with the night club set, at least 
his witness is cramped. 

Well, the students in these cases 
were normal, average American 
Christian young people—except for 
one thing: They had a vision, a pur- 
pose and a determination to be used 
of God for evangelism and spiritual 
growth on their campuses. What’s 
more, they were part of the toe-to- 
toe struggle for the hearts and minds 
of their fellow students—nearly four 
million strong—around the world. 

Tremendous opportunities for spir- 
itual victory on the one hand; tragic 
spiritual defeat on the other. What

is it that makes the difference? 

In more than twenty years of 
Christian witness in the universities 
of America, Inter-Varsity Christian 
Fellowship has learned some of the 
principles that can make the differ- 
ence in the life of a student in high 
school or in college and make a dif- 
ference on the total Christian impact 
on the campus. 

The first of these is the quiet time. 
Sure, it demands sacrifice to find the 
time. It demands faith to believe that 
God can speak in this way. It demands 
persistence. It demands obedience. 
But the experience and testimony of 
thousands of students show that it is 
a must for both personal and group 
power on the campus. What’s more, 
the Bible says, “This book of the law 
shall not depart out of thy mouth; 
but thou shalt meditate therein day 
and night, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all that is written 
therein” (Josh. 1:8). “And in the 
morning, rising up a great while be- 
fore day, he [Jesus] went out, and 
departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed” (Mark 1:35). 


+ A sEcOND principle is personal wit- 
ness. On one campus where forty 
students were saved last year the key 
to the situation was dedicated per- 
sonal evangelism, mostly by freshmen 
who believed in getting next to the 
kids in their dorms and fraternities 
to win their confidence as genuine 
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Group Bible study in the dorm often opens up en- 
tirely new areas of spiritual growth for students. 


friends and to follow the leading of 
the Holy Spirit in speaking personally 
about the Saviour. 

Howard, the fellow mentioned 
above, follows up contacts on _ his 
campus with a personal call and a 
booklet. Interest in the gospel is 
aroused through provocative discus- 
sions in the dorm: “Is Faith for the 
Ignorant?” These are sponsored by 
the IVCF chapter. Last spring he led 
two fellows to the Lord by reading 
through the booklet, Becoming a 
Christian, and looking up the Scrip- 
ture passages with his friends. 

After an IVCF camping session one 
girl wrote, “This month has really 
convinced me that unless personal 
evangelism is at the root of campus 
work, the rest of the structure is 
pretty empty.” 

Unsaved students often find the 
Lord at week-end conferences, too. A 
Christian freshman girl brought a 
friend from her dorm to the spring 
conference. Betty thought she had be- 
come a Christian in high school, but 
she wasn’t sure. Suddenly, as she 
listened to the speaker describe the 
characteristics of non-Christian stu- 
dents, it dawned on her that she was 
in this category. Was it possible to 
think you were a Christian and still 
not be one? Yes, they told her. That 
afternoon she went for a walk alone 
and received Jesus Christ as Saviour 
and Lord.

sonal principles. But there’s a group 
principle you need to apply for effec- 
tive Christian living on campus: 
Bible study and prayer. 

One university campus has nine- 
teen Bible study groups meeting 
every week. The head of a depart- 
ment in the university has a group of 
international students in his home 
every Saturday night for Bible study. 
A sophomore girl, only a year old as a 
Christian, leads two groups herself 
every week in her dorm. 

Through these groups Christians 
are brought into vital contact with the 
Word of God and with other believers. 
There is mutual encouragement and 
strength in this. God speaks to one 
through what He has shown another 
in the Bible. Participation in such a 
group, usually with eight to ten mem- 
bers, can open a whole new area of 
spiritual growth for you if you're 
willing to dig in and ask God to speak. 

Prayer meetings dull for young peo- 
ple? Not on the campus. Brief, di- 
rected prayer sessions get right at the 
heart of the Christian warfare in 
which students are involved. Prob- 
lems are shared; unsaved friends 
prayed for. 

To take time out from a busy sched- 
ule to meet with other Christians for 
prayer is the highlight of the day for 
many young people on campus. With- 
out this they are more susceptible to 
the attacks of the enemy of their 
souls. Without this the group itself 





lacks the spiritual resources needed 
to stand for Jesus Christ. 

Listen to what one college sopho- 
more wrote: “There is a time for de- 
votion, adoration and comfort at the 
feet of Christ. But I have been chal- 
lenged afresh this summer with the 
fact that there is a time for militant 
warfare. We are in a war, and yet 
we're fighting a powerful enemy in 
tennis shoes and a sweat suit. We are 
in a war and yet do not know how to 
use the weapons of faith and prayer 
and the Word of God ...I am con- 
vinced that God will not move on this 
campus until we are broken in ses- 
sions of prayer.” 

There are more living examples. 
The president of an IVCF chapter 
wrote to a staff member: 

“We found our problem was with 
our quiet times. They were irregular 
and ineffective and sometimes weren't 
at all. Bill and I kept after each other 
sO we were sure not to miss this time. 
All we checked on was what time we 
got up. This seemed to be the deter- 
mining factor. 

“We prayed about quiet time in our 
chapter daily prayer meetings, and 
some of the others began to see how 
important it is. Then we saw results. 
Suzie had more chances to talk about 
the Lord. John’s Bible study showed 
more interest. The Bible study in the 
new men’s residence went real well. 
Two new fellows have gotten started

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In fourteenth century Bohemia, the heart of 
John Huss was kindled mightly by the burning 
statements of Wycliffe. 

Huss, outstanding professor and priest at the 
University of Prague, was a brilliant student, 
deeply grounded in the Scriptures. Graduating 
from the University in 1393, he was ordained 
a Roman priest, later becoming dean of its 
faculty. 

In another post at Bethlehem Chapel, built 
especially for him, Huss preached monumental 
sermons which exalted Christ as the sole 
mediator between God and man. 

At its lowest ebb, the Roman church was per- 
mitting the sale of indulgences and high 
church office to the highest bidders. Epithets, 
hurled by cleric against cleric, also struck the 
two ruling popes, each antagonistic toward 
the other.

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Grieved at these departures from Scripture, 
Huss decried the confession of man's sin to 
man. Man, he preached, could be saved only 
by faith in Christ and by acknowledging Him 
as Saviour. 

The Roman church demanded Huss’ “heresy” 
to cease, his books burned, his preaching 
stilled. The Roman pope, Boniface |X, ordered 
his excommunication and forbade the sacra- 
ments to all Prague. 

Summoned before the cardinals, Huss was de- 
nounced and thrown into a _ disease-laden 
dungeon. Then, at his trial came the friar's 
shameful admonition: ‘Let us do evil that 
good may come;'’ and he was condemned to 
the stake. 

The flames which proclaimed Huss’ martyrdom 
ignited the torch to light the way for Luther's 
mighty ministry less than a century later. 


Charles C. Ryrie, Th.D., Ph.D., President 
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o, what do I do? I’m right in the 

middle of this gang at school 
waiting for an opportunity to give a 
word for God. But what are they 
talking about? Sure, how many 
pounds of liquid oxygen it will take 
to get a 300 pound rocket up to 150 
feet, that’s what! So, doesn’t John 
3:16 sound a bit out of place in all 
that? Doesn’t the Bible sort of fade 
out to a poor second when every- 
body’s talking rockets and space shots 
and living by the word of Wernher 
Von Braun?” 

Who hasn’t asked that question be- 
fore? And who hasn’t wondered at 
one time or another where the Bible 
fits into this twentieth century? 

Let’s be honest right away in realiz- 
ing that some things will lose their 
effectiveness with time. What’s in to- 
day may be out tomorrow. 

Take science as an example. Ein- 
stein’s theory on nuclear fission was 
the thing fifteen years ago. His papers 


were devoured by scientific minds. 
Today they are in the bottom of the 
file and new papers by new men with 
new ideas have taken their place. 

The Wright brothers’ ideas on how 
to fly were followed closely for years 
as industry sought to construct a safe 
propeller-driven airplane. Today the 
Wrights’ ideas have long since passed 
into deadsville and the jet and rocket 
age blueprints tell a new and more 
exciting story. 

Remember Henry Ford’s Model-T? 
Too long ago? Well, there was a time 
when Ford’s combustion engine ideas 
were the thing and the Model-T was 
considered a rage in automotive en- 
gineering. But the old Model-T is a 
museum piece now, and Ford’s origi- 
nal models have been shelved for the 
new jobs put out by men with new 
ideas. 

Why have these ideas proved in- 
effective? Well, for one thing, Ein- 
stein wrote his theories on 1940 


knowledge; he worked with 1940 
sketches and formulas; Einstein man- 
aged to put down the idea on how to 
crack the atom, but in 1961 we've not 
only cracked it, we’ve exploded it and 
put it to driving ships. We’ve come a 
long way from Einstein’s original. 

And the Wrights? Well, their ideas 
of flight were the 1900 and 1901 ver- 
sion—like jumping off a barn with 
an umbrella. Their records on how to 
get off the ground with wings are no 
longer useful in an age that is getting 
off the ground without wings. 

And the Model-T? Just put a 
Thunderbird alongside it, and any 
thinking man will get the message. 

So that brings us to the Bible. Is 
it in the bottom file like Einstein’s 
theories, once popular but no longer 
as useful? Is it as decrepit as the 
Wright’s first airplane? It is like 
Henry Ford’s Model-T in a Thunder- 
bird and Mercedes generation? 

Well, if the Bible’s usefulness and 
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effectiveness is subject to time, then 
it should have died out long ago. It 
should have lost its usefulness back 
during the Roman Empire when 
everybody was talking about money, 
position and power and when love- 
your-neighbor ideas were as stupid as 
trying to shake hands with a gorilla. 

It should have died out during 
Nero’s time when to carry a Bible was 
a crime and when Christians suffered 
for it on the rack, died for it at the 


| stake and were finally driven under- 
| ground because of it. 


It should have died out during the 
industrial revolution in the 18th cen- 
tury when people put their faith in 
the power of the machine and a pros- 
perous economy. 

It should be dead today when Com- 
munism’s Das Capital is supposed to 
be the number one reading of people 
everywhere and when Karl Marx is 
supposed to have replaced Jesus as 
the most dynamic figure in history. 
It should be dead today when we’re 
on our way to the moon and the old 
story about the Tower of Babel 


| is, according to many, just a lot of 
| hobgoblin. 


But how come it doesn’t die? How 
come time has not robbed it of its use- 
fulness and effectiveness? Why does 
it remain on the family bookshelf 
when other modern books get the air? 
Why do the prosperous, the poor, the 
noble and the knave still turn to it for 
comfort? 


| | + UNLIKE scientific theories the Bible 


oes not confine itself to any partic- 
ular age. The Bible deals with man’s 
needs, takes the cover off a man and 


| shows him what makes him tick on 


the inside. The outside of people may 
change in time, styles, surroundings

and manner of life may change and 
even be improved upon. But man’s 
inner self remains from generation to 
generation except God changes it and 
improves it. 

Now—and this is what keeps bug- 
ging people whether they be a hot 
charioteer as in Roman days or riding 
a roman candle to the moon—how to 
settle that flaw on the inside and im- 
prove on it. Man tries all right. Year 
after year, down through the cen- 
turies he keeps putting on a tuxedo 
of self-righteousness, hoping to cove: 
up the flaws. But the Bible promptly 
strips off that tuxedo and shows a 
man what he really is and knows him- 
self to be. 

But the Bible does more than give 
us a look at our ugly insides. It goes 
on to offer solutions. That’s what 
keeps the Bible where it is, always 
within arms reach of most people to- 
day. Man wants to know why, how, 
where and a hundred more questions 
concerning his present purpose and 
future destiny. Nobody and nothing 
else pinpoints that like the Bible. And 
with the answers to the nagging ques- 
tions that pursue men in every age, 
there comes the offer of removing the 
Frankenstein inside which neve: 
seems to improve with all of our ideas 
but seems to get uglier. “If any man 
be in Christ, he is a new creature: 
old things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new” (II Cor. 
S17). 


+ Is such a book, then, which is time- 
less going to change with time? As 
long as teenagers look up at the sky 
and ask why, who, and how, the Bible 
will remain as their guide. As long as 
men feel guilt over a wrong done and

Q. Dear Jack:

Of course, be sure that you live 
Christ before your friends as well as 
speak for Him. Then if they laugh at 
you, it is their responsibility, not 
yours.

Do 
you look for opportunities to witness 
for Jesus Christ? This has been a 
problem for youth down through the 
ages. Psalm 119:9 asks the question, 
“Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his way?” and then answers, 

. by taking heed thereto according 
to thy word.” 

The next time you are tempted 
along these lines remember that Paul 
wrote to a young man by the name of 
Timothy and told him to “. . . flee 
youthful lusts.” 

You can find victory in His blessed 
name.

The Christian and the World 


AVE you ever lived for a time in a 

foreign country? If so, you will 
know something of what it is.like to 
be a stranger. Everyone speaks a dif- 
ferent language from yours. Their 
clothes look different; they furnish 
| their homes differently; they like dif- 
ferent kinds of music and so one could 
go on. In fact, the key word is dif- 
ferent. 

Have you realized that is exactly 
the position in which the Christian 
| finds himself as he lives in this world? 
| Philippians 3:20 will tell you where 
the Christian’s true home is. Where 
is it? (Notice that the word “con- 
versation” should be “citizenship.”) 
But the Christian is not living there 
| yet! 
| The Christian is in the world. But 
| the world for him, in a sense, is for- 
eign territory, where people speak a 
different “language” from his own; 
where their aims, their ideals and the 
things they live for are different. 

How is he to get along then? That’s 
our topic for this month. Christ had 
three important phrases which He 
used to describe the Christian in the 
world, and we are going to take them 
as a basis. 





+ Not of the world. Look at John 
17:16. How does Jesus Christ here 
describe His disciples? With whom 
does He compare them? Now see how 
the end of Hebrews 11:13 puts the 
same idea in different words. What 
did the men of God in the Old Testa- 
ment confess that they were? 

You see, the first thing the Chris- 
tian has to realize is that he does not 
belong as part of this present world 
order. It is very easy for him to for- 
get this. It is all too easy to find your- 
self thinking as the world does—in 
terms of money, comforts, prestige, 
status. 

But you ceased to belong to this 
present world when you first truly 
encountered the Cross of Christ. 
Galatians 1:4 will tell you this. How 
is the world described? What did 
Christ do to deliver us from it? This 
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means that the one thing which held 
us to this world was sin; but through 


the sacrifice of Christ the sin has been 
paid for and we are set free. 

What does John say to his readers 
in I John 5:19? If we are “not of the 
world,” what are we, then? The first 
part of the verse gives the answer. 
The second part tells us a vital truth 
we should know about the world we 
live in. What is it? How much of the 
world is affected, according to our 
verse? 

It’s not surprising, is it, that the 
Lord Jesus said we were “not of the 
world”? 

I am sure you would not need to 
think very long about your home 
town, your school or about the life 
lived by many of your own age, for 
example, before you would see many 
examples of this “wickedness.” Per- 
haps you sometimes feel how difficult 
it is to be a Christian in your present 
environment; you wish you did not 
have to be so “different.” Well, just 
remember the verses we have looked 
up. 

Jesus Christ wants you to be “not 
of the world.” You will never win it 
by becoming “of” it. Maintain your 
standards and be faithful to the Lord 
and He will see you through. 


+ Kept from the world. Let’s go back 
to John 17 for a moment. In verse 15 
we have something very unusual—it 
is a sort of negative prayer. What does 
Jesus tell the Father that He does not 
pray? What does He not want God to 
do? 

This is important. There has always 
been a feeling among some Christians 
that since they are not of the world 
they should be out of it. It is the mis- 
take the monks made when they shut 
themselves away in monasteries. 

But it is a mistake some evangelical 
Christians make even today. They try 
to shut themselves off from the world 
as much as they can, and to have as 
little contact with it as possible. They 
think that this is the only way to keep 
themselves pure. 

But Christ tells of a better way in 
the same verse (15). What does He 
go on to pray that God will do? We 
still have to live in the world, but 
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through the power of God we may be 
kept from its evil. 

Of course, this does not give us the 
right to imitate the behavior of non- 
Christian people or to share all their 


activities. But the prayer of Christ | 
does give us the wonderful guarantee | 


that it is possible for the Christian to 
live in a hostile world without being 
corrupted by it. 

Read the witness of the apostle Paul 
in Philippians 2:15. Notice that this 
power to live righteously in a crooked 
world is only given to “the sons of 
God.” You become one of God’s chil- 
dren by receiving Christ. Have you 
done that? 


What does Paul say the Christian | 


must be? What sort of nation (or 
generation) 


is the Christian living | 


among? Will his life appear the same | 
as others, or will it be different (see | 


the end of the verse)? Does your life 
have this witness in your school and 
community? 


+ Sent into the 


world. The Lord | 


Jesus uses a third expression in John | 
17 which has to do with the Christian | 
and the world. You will find it in verse | 


18. 

Everything we have had so far in 
our study has had to do with the 
Christian considered purely from his 
own point of view. We have seen how 


he does not belong to the world and | 
that he may be kept from its cor- | 


ruption. But Christ now gives us the 
Christian’s great purpose in living. 
What does He say that He has done? 


Where have the Christians been sent? | 


With what does He once more com- 
pare them? 

Obviously, we are not just in this 
world in order to keep ourselves pure, 
but to be missionaries! The whole 
world is a mission field. The word 
“missionary” simply means a person 
who is sent, and Christ says that He 
has sent each of us into the world. 

You will find the actual words by 
which He sent us in Mark 16:15. What 
are they? Where are we sent, and 
what are we to do there? We often 
apply this text as if it meant only 
going overseas as a
